On Channel 2 News 


Talk about timing. I no sooner put 
down Mike Ryan’s preview of Channel 
2’s, “The Evening Compass,” than the 
program came on (Jan. 9). I sat through it 
in disbelief. It is unquestionably the 
worst local TV news offering I can recall. I 
go back 20 years, having worked for both 
commercial and public (Ch.2) stations at 
the local, metropolitan and network 
levels. 

Frankly, Channel 2 could save some 
money and help the energy crisis by 
shutting down from 7 to 7:30 and leading 
the “cast” to its FM radio oulet. 

With the exception of a few still 
photographs and an M.C. who glided 
back and forth across a set that must 
have been created at J. Homestocks, 
there were no TV techniques. 

Preview releases that stated Louis 
Lyons was to appear for only a 
commentary a la Eric Sevareid, proved 
untrue. Lyons anchored a cardboard 
collection of Harvard professors and a 
well-meaning but stiff Audubon Society 
person. Lyons read his news, as he has for 
two decades, with his chin down and his 
tongue darting out regularly. This 
unfortunate habit still makes a viewer 
preoccupied with his mannerisms, not his 
report. 

Mr. Lyons is a legend in the newspaper 
business and has significantly 
contributed to encouraging the profession 
through his association with Harvard’s 
Nieman Fellows (or is it Nieman 
Persons?). But he is deadly on camera. 
And the director doesn’t help much by 
freezing on one shot and showing no more 
creativity than dropping a super (his 
name) every 36 seconds. 

Diane Dubinowski, the one time 
McCarthy worker in the 68 election and 
former member of ‘‘The Reporters”’ 
remains, and she provided some first 
news first. Icily glued to the 
teleprompter, she recalled the 
investigation of an incident last fall when 
a Nerton child became ill after reportedly 
being sprayed by order of state officials 
reacting to the deadly encephalitis. Last 
fall, imagine. They must have been 
waiting for Watergate to subside, or why 
else wait until 1974? 

Channel 2 has been trying for years to 
come up with a news format that would 
make a station of its resources and talent 
at least representative, as losing college 
football coaches say. In all that time only 
one individual was able to perform over a 
long period of time with both a 
knowledgeable presentation and an easy 
going style. 

Unfortunately, in its wisdom, the 
station has apparently shelved Bob 
Baram, Lyons former sidekick, 


anchorman on political and other 
programs, and a first class newsman who 
wrote copy that he deliverly flawlessly. 
He had mastered TV scriptwriting while 
Lyons to this day writes as if he were still 
doing his column in the Glohe.

oft times really crackled. Those guys 
made the Boston TV stations look stupid 
on stories about the Boston Schools, 
Cambridge social problems, urban 
renewal and other gutsy subjects. They 
had a film budget and moved around 
where the action was. To compete with 
other stations along the dial, Channel 2 
now must either shit or get off the pot. 

If they would only look around at what 
other public stations are doing — many 
with only 10 percent of WGBH-TVs 
facilities and staff — they might get 
inspired. Yes, Mclves people want more 
than just recipes and tulip bulbs. 

Many major cities periodically invite 
high officials like governor or mayor to 
regularly cover press briefings. Audience 
participation is easy to set up in the 
studio format. Others telecast the weekly 
city council session and alternate 
programs taped with their Congressmen 
from Washington. 

Channel 2 once had cameras kept at 
the State House to cover special events 
with the governor and they used to get 
some great stuff that buriedChannels 4,5, 
and 7 because they could devote a half 
hour or more while the commercials were 
limited to a few minutes. Even black and 
white cameras could be used. I think the 
viewer politic that resides in this state 
wouldn’t mind the slight inconvenience 
and with an election year coming, wow. 

Having suffered through sessions of all 
our local legislative bodies in 
Government Center and Beacon Hill, I 
am convinced that Channel 2 would 
provide a great service by opening these 
deliberations to the public. Naturally 
there would be a little more hamming up 
than usual at the outset. It has subsided 


in time in New York, Philly, Miami, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco where this 
kind of enlightening, public service 
broadcasting has been going on for many 


ears.

coverage could do what television does 

best — show the action as it unfolds — it 

would educate, stimulate and eventually 

help create a better informed electorate 

in a nonpartisan way. God, I hope so.

Goodbye to the Exhibits’ 


It is with great sadness that I write this 
letter. The time has come to say goodbye 
to many of the interesting animal 
exhibits at the Harvard University 
Museum of Comparative Zoology. The 
exhibits that are being dismantled 
forever in the so-called ‘temporarily 
closed’” rooms, were not the best looking 
nor the best cared for, so as happens with 
many of the fine old things in this 
country, they are cast aside rather than 
being reconditioned or updated. In ten 
years, there has been but one exhibit 
room in the MCZ given a major 
renovation. A few others have been given 
a cursory and not too complimentary coat 
of paint. Nonetheless, tens of thousands 
of students, biologists, teachers, artists, 
tourists, grandparents, parents and 
children have visited the museum and 
looked with interest and often awe upon 
the multitudinous forms of animal life on 
exhibit. 

Many of the exhibits that are being lost 
cannot be found anywhere else in New 
England. The educational, social, artistic 
and community value of the museum and 
all its’ exhibits is so great that it cannot 
be measured. Being closed are the fish, 
reptile and coral rooms. Partial or 
complete loss is anticipated of the South 
American, Asian and Australian rooms. 
In terms of the numbers of species and 
specimens, this will doubtless diminish 
nearly 50% of the exhibits in the Museum 
of Comparative Zoology. 

The great pressures have brought 
about the exhibit closing — (1) An 
intrusian of botony facilities into the 
Zoology Museum, (2) Financial burdens 
caused by exhibit area upkeep. However, 
the Museum has nearly doubled its 
research space via a recent addition and 
is now contemplating the purchase of 
some $80,000 worth of electron 
microscopes. Harvard recently opened its 
multi-million dollar undergraduate 
science center. All the while, most of the 
MCZ exhibit halls remained as they were 
for decades, with bare wooden floors and 
incandescent lighting. Sort of an 
incongruous situation. The situation with 
the MCZ is a case of bureaucratic 
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administrative fiat — simply put — a 
lack of care for the exhibits and the 
people who use them. The MCZ is 
essentially a research institution and it 
should be. It is one of the world’s bastions 
of nonpariel, evolutionary and systematic 
biology. The public exhibits have been 
maintained for educational pursuits since 
the museum’s founding in the 1800’s, by 
Professor Aggassiz and Harvard. The 
exhibits and the research areas can co- 
exist. I realize that we cannot go back to 
the days of those grandfatherly 
naturalists such as Barbour, Chickering, 
Clench, “Earthworm” Gates, O’Leary or 
Romer but there is no reason to diminish 
the museum that they helped maintain. 
It is was a visit to the museum as a 


_young boy that kindled in me the fires 


that have led to a career as a biologist. I 
want that same opportunity for my 
students, my friends and the generations 
to come. If people share my feelings, they 
should write to the Director of the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology and to 
the President Derek Bok at Harvard 
University, Cambridge, Mass. 02138, 
asking that the major portion of the 
closed exhibits be reopened. 

There is no guarantee that a deluge of 
letters will cause either of these men to 
change their minds about the exhibits 
but at least, the people who use and 
benefit from the museum will have 
expressed their opinion and if the 
administrators care to ignore them — so 
be it. I think that we all would be willing 
to donate or pay a small fee for the use of 
the museum. It may be good to mention 
that in a letter when you write. I am 
working out a student volunteer program 
for the museum - if approved, it will be of 
great help to both students and visitors.

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John Wayne: Riding Tall into Harvard

Consider the Irate Old Grad, 
the most archaic of human 
beings. For the incandescence of 
his anger and the tomfoolery of 
his complaints, the 1.0.G. has 
no fellow under the firmament. 
It is the I.0.G. who writes the 
letters to college newspapers 
and alumni magazines grandly 
announcing that, “When I was 
in college, we X’> where X 
usually conveys some ill- 
informed objection to whatever 
is going on at Alma Mater, be it 
goldfish swallowing or building- 
occupying. When I was a 
freshman in college, I promised 
myself that I would never, ever, 
write anything containing the 
phrase ‘‘When I was in 
college....”

An hour before last Tuesday’s 
festivities, a crowd had begun to 
gather in front of the Lampoon 
Castle in Freedom Square. One 
woman wore a death mask and 
carried a sign which read “John 
Wayne and the Harvard 
Lampoon killed me,” but most 
of the crowd was adulatory, 
expectant, ready to greet their 
hero. Their hero was sitting in 
Brigham’s, unnoticed by the 
noontime lunchers.

-Getting there, as they say, was 


half the fun. The I.0.G. could 
not understand, as we walked 
through Harvard Square, why 
everyone was cheering. Granted, 
college students have a short 
memory, but the notion of 
students cheering John Wayne 
and the Army through Harvard 
Square, given the events of the 
last ten years, didn’t wash. 
Something had to happen. 

The Irate Old Grad was 
thinking these thoughts when 
the Indians moved. Until they 
reached Holyoke’ Center, the 
tanks drew only sporadic 
snowball fire. Now the Duke and 
his escorts, the Black Knights of 
the 187th Brigade, “‘D” Troop, 
Fifth Armored Cavalry, were 
facing off for the first time in a 
hundred years. The Fifth Cav 
had confronted the people whom 
the Herald-American would 
later refer to as ‘‘redskins.”” 


“Stop this thing,” the leader 
of the Indian crowd called to the 
Duke. 

The Duke looked impassively 
ahead.

The columnist smiled, 
gave him the finger, and walked 
away. 

While the Army Reserve 


tended to its wounded, we | 


sneaked backstage to talk to the 
Duke. The Duke is a big guy, but 
not as big as he looks on the 
screen. Six-Four, maybe 240 
(His PR says two and a quarter), 
paunchy, gray, with a rug that 
doesn’t fit well. We were only 
beginning to feel the bruises 
from the battle, but the Duke 
didn’t complain, so we didn’t 
either. 

“Jesus Christ, I never seen 
such a crowd in my life’’ said the 


man who played tackle for USC — 


under the name of Marion 
Morrison. 

“You draw fire like it was 
going out of style,’’ the 
commander of the weekend 
soldiers told him. 

“What the hell,’ said the 


Duke, passing out little cards . 


with his autograph inscribed on 
them. 

“Did Ed McMahon really give 
you your nickname?” a cop 
asked. 

‘“*‘Naah. Want some 
autographs for your kids?” 

“Duke, what did you think of 
the demonstrators?” 

“This is the first time I ever 
heard that I was an enemy to the 
Indians. I’m really a liberal, but 
nobody knows it. The image of 
newspapery has made me into a 
right winger.” 

The Duke’s make-up man 
came along to fix his toupee. 
The Duke’s agent came along to 
brief him on his lines. The 
Duke’s manager came along to 
tell him what to do. The Duke 
used salty language, 
unbecoming a hero of American 
youth. His wombats went away. 

The Lampoon crowd was 
ready to start. One after 
another, they went on stage to 
make jokes about the Duke, who 
was getting bored. It is a 
syndrome peculiar to Harvard 
undergraduates that they think 


nothing of keeping celebrities, 
diplomats, or politicians waiting 
until they, the students, are 
ready. It’s as if they thought 
they were going to grow up to 
run the country. 

When he finished his cigar, 
the Duke decided to listen in on 
the Lampoon speeches. He 
moved over next to the Irate Old 
Grad and looked out at the 
stage. The Lampoon guy said 
something. The crowd laughed.

Wheat Shortage 


The United States, despite its 
record wheat harvest last year, is 
on the verge of a wheat shortage.

Just seven months ago, 
agriculture officials were 
boasting about the fact that 
American farmers produced a 
record wheat crop of more than 
1.7 billion bushels. Added to this 
was another 400 million bushels 
carried over from the previous 
year, giving the U.S. a record 2.1 
billion bushels in wheat 
supplies. 

Since the United States needs 
just a little more than one-third 
this amount for all of its 
domestic food, animal feed and 
plant needs, shortages at the 
time seemed virtually 
impossible. But now, warns the 
Post, massive exports of wheat 
to the Soviet Union, China and 
other parts of the world mean 
that the U.S. will probably run 
short of wheat supplies during 
the month of June. 

The result will be either bread 
shortages or sky-rocketing prices 
for bread and other wheat 
products. It’s very likely that 
U.S. consumers will end up 
paying higher prices for wheat 
purchased from Canada than 
were paid by Soviet consumers 
to purchase American-grown 


grain. 
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Wounded 

Two of the leaders of the 
Wounded Knee takeover, who 
are currently on trial in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, have won a major 
concession in federal court. 

American Indian Movement 
leaders Dennis Banks and 
Russell Means have been 
informed by U.S. district judge 
Fred Nichol that the 
government will pay the bulk of 
their defense costs. 

Attorneys for the two 
defendants had filed affidavits 
last week, stating that defense 
had run out of funds. As a result, 
Judge Nichol ruled that the 
government will pay the salaries 
and expenses of four defense 


attorneys — costs which are 
expected to run as high as $5000 
per week. 


Meanwhile, in Boston a 
demonstration in support of the 
AIM leaders will be held at 1 
p.m. February 2 on Boston 
Common. 

Wraps Off Taps 

A Washington, D.C., federal 
court — in a landmark decision 
— has ordered the Justice 
Department to release detailed 
information on all government 
wiretaps used against the 
“Chicago Eight” during the 1968 
democratic convention. 

The decision, handed down by 
U.S. district judge Aubrey 
Robinson, marks the first time 
in a civil suit that the 
government has been ordered to 
disclose wiretap information. In 
previous cases, the government 
has been ordered to either 
disclose the information or drop 
a criminal prosecution — and 
the Justice Department has 
always decided to drop the 
prosecution rather than reveal 
its secret wiretapping 
procedures. 

In this case, however, which 
was filed four-and-a-half years 
ago, the government has no 
alternative. Judge Aubrey has 
ordered Justice Department 
officials to answer detailed 
‘“‘interrogatories.’’ The 
interrogatories ask which 
defendants were tapped, when 
they were tapped, how long the 
taps remained, who authorized 
the taps and the reasons the taps 
were deemed necessary. 

The government, in a 43-page 
argument, insisted ‘national 
security” would be jeopardized 
if the tapping information was 
released — and offered, instead, 
to show the information 
privately to Judge Aubrey. The 
judge flatly rejected this offer as 
“highly irregular,”’ and ordered 
the information turned over to 
the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs in the case 
included all members of the 
Chicago Eight, the Black 
Panther party and four other 
anti-war groups. 
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For and About Women 


the Need Develop Feminist Therapy

In the early part of this wave 
of the women’s movement, there 
was strong feeling against the 
whole concept of psychotherapy. 
Understandably, feminists were 
put off by the Freudian ethos: 
the concept that all one’s 
problems are internally rather 
than sociologically rooted, and 
that their solutions lie in a 
personal adjustment to an 
oppressive role rather than in 
social change, is particularly 
abhorrent to any oppressed 
people, and the atrocity stories 
of women’s treatment by 
psychiatrists (let alone by 
mental hospitals — a subject for 
an article of its own) hardly 
endeared feminists to the 
institution that fostered the 
atrocities. But, as is often the 
case in fledgling political 
movements, the baby and the 
bathwater went out together, 
and a lot of women were left 
stranded. Where do you go when 
your mind is out of control, 
when you are so weighted down 
with misery and confusion that 
you are barely functioning, or 
functioning in self-destructive 
directions? To your sisters, the 
movement instructed glibly in 
those days when the 
consciousness-raising group 
seemed a new panacea 
guaranteed to wipe out all 
confusion and unhappiness. But 
it became quickly apparent that 
the rap group, for all its 
usefulness, was not omnipotent. 
Like a lot of women, I was in 
therapy in the late ’60s, seeing a 
fine woman psychoanalyst, and 
I resolved the conflict between 
my own needs and the 
movement’s demands by 
steering clear of the movement. 


Inevitably, we’ve all grown up 
a lot since those days, though 
there are still some women who 
insist that you should “do it 
yourself and not depend on 
someone else to solve your 
problems.’’ This always 
instantly conjures up in my 
mind a picture of Gary Cooper 
walking alone through the 
deserted town to the strains of 
“Do Not Forsake Me O My 
Darling’”’ — I mean, a man’s 
gotta do it on his own or he’s not 
a real man. Fortunately, women 
are under no such obligation, 
and I have little patience with 
women who, in the name of 
feminism, adopt the sillier 
conventions of male culture. 
Asking for help when you need it 


is a sign not of weakness but of a 
determination to solve your 
problems in the most efficient 
way possible, and getting a 
competent therapist to help you 
learn your own behavior 
patterns is no more of a copout 
than taking an auto mechanics 
course. The knowledge that 
most personal hangups are 
rooted in the training we 
received under the patriarchal 
structure is important, but not 
enough: the process of 
unlearning that training and 
retraining ourselves is a complex 
one, and it is more than many of 
us can handle alone. Often, 
more skill, committment, and 
detachment are required than 
can legitimately be expected of 
friends and rap-group sisters. 
Counter Structures 

The trouble is, of course, that 
the psychiatric and therapeutic 
establishments are as 
patriarchal as any 
establishment, and the woman 
looking for a therapist faces a 
real dilemma. The woman’s 
movement needs to form 
counter structures, therapy 
forms which incorporate some of 
the skills and knowledge of the 
existing structures, but which 
gear them toward helping 
women find their own values 
and needs rather than molding 
them into prefabricated roles. 
Obviously the need for 
constructive new forms of 
therapy isn’t limited to women, 
but “radical” therapies often 
suffer from the same sexist 
limitations of all male-oriented 
radical movements. 
Furthermore, the sexist 
structures under which we live 
have done specific damage to 
woman: they have created a 
being who must deny the needs 
of her own ego to gain social 
acceptability or forfeit social 
acceptability to gratify the needs 
of her ego. Men have 
traditionally dismissed women 
as creatures of paradox, ignoring 
the fact that male culture has 
created that paradox. What is 
required for women, then, is the 
development of a specifically 
feminist therapy geared to 
resolving this paradox within 
women — to help women 
overcome the training of their 
culture. Such a therapy aims not 
at ‘‘adjustment’’ in the 
conventional sense of accepting 
the legitimacy of social norms, 
but at the strengthening of a 
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woman’s capacity to resist those 
norms when they have 
succeeded in stunting her. If we 
can seize emotional power over 
ourselves, we have made a large 
step in the direction of seizing 
political power. 


I spent about a week and a 
half talking with feminist 
therapists in the Boston- 
Cambridge area: women from 
the Women’s Center Emotional 
Counseling Group and the 
Lesbian Therapy Research 
Project: with Nona Ferdon of 
NOW, Karen Pavidis from the 
Mass. Department of Mental 
Health, Donna Medley from the 
Homophile Health Service, and 
Laura Nemeyer from Sanctuary. 
Each of these women gave me 
the name of other women 
therapists about whose work 
they-were enthusiastic. I 
expected to find some amount of 
contradictory opinion among the 
women I spoke with: what I 
discovered was that, within a 
context of different personal 
styles and focuses, their beliefs 
were hearteningly similar. For 
all of them, the goal of therapy is 
helping the client (they all 
adamantly rejected the concept 
of ‘‘patient’’) to assume 
responsibility for her own life. 
Laura broke this process down 
into three basic steps: helping 
the client to (1) learn what her 
feelings are; (2) learn the process 
of these feelings and how to 
control their expression; and (3) 
accept responsibility for her own 
action. I think that often for 
women in therapy the 
temptation is to stop at step 1. It 


* is the most painful and dramatic 


step, but in some ways the least 
demanding. 


The relief at breaking through 
a feeling that may have been 
repressed for 20 years is intense 
and draining, and it is easy to sit 
back and feel that the work is 
done. The trouble is that in 
those 20 years a whole pattern of 
behavior has been learned based 
on the repressed fellings, and the 
new knowledge requires a 
reevaluation of this pattern and 
often a deliberate decision to 
change it — a process usually as 
exciting as memorizing the 
multiplication tables. I have 
frequent yearnings for that 
wonderful world of TV 
psychiatrist-dramas where the 
patient, with the guidance of the

Where to Get Help and Some Questions for the Therapist 


One of the hardest things to 
remember is that the therapist is 
an employee: a person hired to 
do you a service, and a person 
who is in a position to do a lot of 
damage if the service is 
performed poorly. You have a 
right to interview therapists 
before choosing one, and to 
demand honest, direct answers 
to your questions. The questions 
you ask the therapist will have 
to do with your own needs and 
goals, but here a few 
suggestions: 


Do you feel that a 
healthy woman is one who 
accepts marriage, 
motherhood, traditional 
roles? 

Do you feel that there is 
a healthy sexuality: 


straight, gay, monoga- 
mous, nonmonogamous, 
etc.? 


Do you feel that your 
own bias toward a 
particular lifestyle will 
interfere with your ability 


to help me reach my 
goals? Will you discuss 
the implications of your 
bias with me if you find 
this happening in the 
therapeutic process? 

Do you feel that having 
a particular problem 
makes all my perceptions 
suspect — e.g., am I 
generally “sick” because I 
have trouble coping in one 
area? 


Tied in with this is the 
concept of patient advocacy: 
this has been an important 
aspect of the physical health 
movement, and it is equally 
important in mental health. 
Often the person seeking 
emotional help is in a highly 
distraught condition and may 
not be able to interview a 
therapist. In this state of mind 
you are extremely vulnerable. If 
you have a friend whose 
perceptions and competence you 
trust, you may want her to 
accompany you and ask 
questions of the perspective 


therapist. You have a right to do 
this: placing yourself in the 
hands of someone you know and 
trust is better than having blind 
faith in an unknown therapist. It 
is better to make your own 
judgments, but if you’re 
convinced you can’t, ask a 
friend’s heip. 

There a number of good places 
in the Boston area to go for 
emotional counseling. The 
Women’s Yellow Pages has a 
good listing in its fine section on 
Mental Health; here are a few 
suggestions: 

Women’s Center Emotional 
Counseling Group, Cambridge 
Women’s Center, 46 Pleasant 
St., 354-8807. The dozen or so 
women in the collective have a 
small amount of training, 
implemented by their 
experience over the past the 
year. They do short-term 
therapy, crisis therapy, and 
referrals. They can be reached 
weekdays 1-6 p.m. and 
Saturdays 7-12 p.m. They are all 
women, and do not see men.

I doubt however, if anyone 
would buy it from you on such 
doubtful guarantees. My suggestion is 
that if it is a one-way coach ticket you 
can return it to TWA in the Statler 
Hilton and get a full refund on your 
money. If it was a round-trip ticket 
that you only used half of, you can still 
return it but you will only receive half 
the fare less the difference between the 
regular coach fare and the excursion - 
rate which is only good when used 
round trip.

tooting that we're used to 
making do. This is par for the 
course for us Mainiacs; we've 
always been a conservative 
bunch.” 

Of all conservative Mainiacs, 
Camdeners seem most attuned 
to making do, and most 
imaginative about it. Faced with 
the possibility that they'd run 
out of heating fuel for their 
shops and businesses, the 
townspeople got together at a 
mass meeting and decided to 
conserve fuel by closing down 
the whole town one day a week. 

They invited business leaders 
from Rockland, their closest 
neighbor and riva! commercial 
center, to join them in the 
voluntary conservation effort. 

Rockland wasn't crazy about 
the idea. Helen Parker describes 
their reaction this way: “They 
were dithering and siouching 
around. We asked them to close 
down every Monday with us. 
But they couldn’t get it 
together. We were just wasting 
our time with that bunch. 

“Still, we in Camden knew 
that something had to be done, 
or we'd end up sometime 
without enough fuel and no prior 
notice about it,” Helen Parker 
continued. “So we said, ‘Forget 
Rockland. If we lose a little 
Monday sales to them, OK, so 
be it. But let’s us be leaders.’” 
And with that, they agreed to 
shut Camden’s downtown every 
Monday until spring. 

Main Street is deserted, and 
all the stores, from toyshops to 
shoe stores and the Farmers’ 
Union, are coid on Monday. 
That is not to indicate that these 
buildings are warm the rest of 
the week. Clerks everywhere are 
bundled up in sweaters, scarves 
and hats, and one giftshop- 
owner stays in her fur coat all 
day — because the thermostats 
are turned down, way down. 

“Some of my customers have 
complained that the place is 
colder than the street outside.”

Edenopolis: Fun City’s Neighboring Town

Edenopolis? It’s just over the 
horizon. And Fat City is here 
today— just another name for 
Boston or any other modern 
American city. So says Jack 
Sommer, former head of the 
Urban Studies Program at 
Dartmouth College and author 
of the recently published 
Futurescapes. 

The Assistant Professor of 
Geography was discussing at the 
Boston-area seminar “the future 
of American cities and the 
‘multilemma’ that confronts 
them.” (Apparently a simple 
dilemma, with only two equal 
alternatives, is not nearly 
complicated enough a concept to 
describe the many-faceted array 
of problems facing our cities.) 
On the wall beside Sommer was 
an outline map of the United 
States that showed projected 
urban areas in the year 2000. It 
underscored the importance of 
his remarks, since it was 
practically solid along both 
coasts and was measled across 
the space in between with a 
liberal sprinkling of red 
splotches indicating burgeoning 
urban centers in the interior. 

The picture Sommer painted 
didn’t seem so bleak, though, 
despite his recitative of the 
numerous problems that 
spawned his ‘‘multilemma’”’ 
neologism. In fact, the cities of 
the near future may be devoted 
almost entirely to pleasure, 
explaining his use of such 
epithets as Edenopolis and Fat 
City to describe them. 

Sommer saw this pleasure- 
city possibility as the end result 
of a strong present-day 
movement toward increased 
leisure. The five-day work week 
will shrink to four and then 
three days; vacations will 
lengthen; people will take 


sabbaticals from their jobs to 
travel or go back to school or 
rear their children; the 
retirement age will drop to 50. 

This trend is already 
transforming what urbanologist* 
now call megalopolis - the super- 
city that stretches from Boston 
to Washington, for instance, or 
from Los Angeles to San Diego - 
into Sommer’s Fat City. And, 
just as the transition from rural 
to urban society changed the 
core city from a grazing common 
to an industrial center, so the 
shift to Fat City is 
metamorphosing the downtown 
area into a service center. 
Already 55 percent of downtown 
employees are engaged in the 
service sector. They don’t 
manufacture things; rather, 
they prepare food or sell clothes 
or publish books or man 
hospitals or teach school all 
occupations peripheral to the 
actual production of food and 
manufacture of goods. This 
situation has developed partly 
because service industries are 
outbidding manufacturers for 
center city space and partly 
because manufacturers are 
finding many advantages in 
moving to the suburbs. 

Boston is already 30 percent 
streets, highways and parking 
lots. Much of the remaining real 
estate has been bought up over 
the last several decades by 
businesses and nonprofit 
organizations such as schools, 
churches and hospitals. City 
and state governments also 
preempt a sizable percentage of 
the land. Will Boston be a 
totally institutional city by the 
vear 2000? Will it be a place 
where people come to work or 
learn or shop or be cured or 
entertained, but where no one 
will live? Perhaps so. Perhaps 


those urban pleasure palaces 
described so vividly by Avin 
Toffler in Future Shock were 
more real and less a 
Tomorrowland fantasy than 
they seemed. At any rate we 
szem to be heading in that 
direction. 

According to Sommer, who 
has done studies in land use in 
the Boston and Montreal areas 
for a number of years, an 
accompanying change is taking 
place in the business world. He 
pointed out that jobs are 
becoming more and more 
telecommunicative. The actual 
movement of goods is gradually 
being replaced by the transferral 
of information. If you don’t 
believe it ask the planners in 
supercorporations like IBM and 
Xerox. They are orchestrating 
“architectures of information” 
that will link computer and 
xerographic copier technologies, 
so that ultimately a copy of any 
document can be procured 
almost instantaneously. 

Land use patterns and 
transportation systems will, 
naturally, change as_ business 
practices do. High-level decision 
making will be confined to the 
company office building in the 
core city or the suburb; 
secretarial, clerical and 
programming work will be done 
on terminals installed in 
individual homes. 

Transportation to downtown 
area will be necessary mainly for 
pleasure. 


The Three Zones 


The cityscape emerging trom 
Sommer’s prognostications 
breaks down into three zones - 
the core city, the residential 
ring, and the zone of repose - 
which portrayed 
schematically as concentric 


circles. In the inner ring, the 
core city, “confrontation-type 
services, chiefly of a leisure or 
recreational nature,’ will 
predominate. These will include 
wholesale functions, 
governmental activities, 
cultural artifacts such as 
museums and symphonies, and 
a few fortified residential areas. 
This, in the language of social 
science, is the “center of ego- 
satisfaction on a mass 
commercial scale”— i.e., it’s 
where you go to have a good 
time. 

The residential ring, 
consisting of homes and work 
places, occasional industrial 
parks and scattered service and 
pleasure facilities, is the “band 
of ego-encapsulation and 
fantasy interaction.’’ 
Fantasyland, in other words. 
Thanks to television. Watch 
how the Nielsens drop for the 
world news and documentaries if 
you don’t think so.Or note the 
reaction of a father pulled away 
from the Saturday afternoon 
game by family business. 
Spectatorism has long since 
become the favorite national 
pastime. 

Sommer maintained that 
education is partly at fault for 
creating this spectatorism; it 
has trained us to passivity, he 
said. If it trained us to be better 
people, to have better life styles, 
to open up avenues for further 
personal exploration— rather 
than simply preparing us foi 
careers - wed be better able to 
use the zone of repose, a “region 
of space-extensive, non- 
confrontation recreational 
services.”” Sommer puckishly 
filled in this region on his 
diagram with nature trails, 
nudist camps, stadium 
complexes and occasional Santa 


Lands and Wild West Villages. 

And what looms beyond Fat 
City’s zone of repose? 
Edenopolis, the neighboring 
town, is just over the horizon. 

If all this sounds pretty far- 
fetched, it isn’t. The city of the 
future is already here. 
Paraphrasing Pogo, Sommer 
said, ““We have seen the builders 
of Fat City and they is us.” 

And the builders are 
spreading. Present trends of 
population growth point to an 
encirclement of New England by 
Boston-like urbs; suburbs and 
exurbs. Urban growth now 
spreads out from Boston through 
northern Massachusetts and 
southern Vermont and New 
Hampshire to Albany, New 
York, where it turns up the 
Hudson Valley to Montreal. It 
also forks up the east coast into 
Maine. The Interstates have 
connected all these population 
centers, so that now growth will 
continue in central New 
England rather than around it. 
Already land values are 
skyrocketing. The country store 
has folded, replaced by the 
supermarket chain, which can 
undersell its forebear. The local 
residents have turned to 
antiques, tourism and regionalia 
to support themselves. And, of 
course, the population is 
increasing as vacation homes 
and condominia sprout up like 
mushrooms near ski areas and 
scenic regions. 

How does Jack Sommer feel 
about the urbanization that is 
spreading through his native 
New England? He didn’t say, 
but the Dartmouth graduate 
with a doctorate from Boston 
University left as a parting shot 
a clue to his feelings. He lived, 
he said, in a 200-year-old 
farmhouse on a Vermont farm.

establish of more credit and less cash. 
credit? The Boston Five does not 
It: suggest that you start using 
credit simply because of this apparent trend. 
However, we do think that you should under- 
stand the importance of being able to obtain 
credit, should you ever need to use it. To obtain 
credit, you need an established credit record. 
But how do you establish credit if you’ve never 
used it before? 

If you’ve always paid cash: You may be one 
of the people who find themselves in the frustrat- 
ing position of being refused credit when they 
do need or want it, largely because they have 
paid their bills in cash all their lives. From the 
credit grantor’s point of view, cash transactions 
do not give sufficient proof of how well you could 
handle instalment obligations. If you do decide 
you want to establish a credit reputation, con- 
sider such things as financing some of the pur- 
chase price of your next automobile, opening a 
revolving charge account at a store, or applying 
fora check-credit loan at the bank that services 
your checking account. Occasional use and 
punctual repayment of such accounts will help 
you establish credit references. 

If you're a young adult. Under Massachusetts 
General Laws, effective January 1, 1974, 18- 
year-olds are recognized as adults, fully eligible 
for credit. With eligibility comes responsibility, 
so proceed slowly to determine your own credit 
capacity as well as your ability to repay. A good 
way to start is to apply for any type of credit card, 
use it cautiously, and repay on time. This will 
give you a good credit reference for future use. 

If you wish to make a larger credit request, 
for a loan, for example, you would be wise to 
ask someone whose credit background is well 
established to “co-make,” or “co-sign,” the 
note for you. Your co-signer will provide the 
credit background you lack, and assume equal 
responsibility along with you for repayment of 
the full amount of the loan. When the loan is 
repaid as scheduled, you'll have established a 

prompt payment record for yourself...and you 
will probably not need a co-signer when you 
next apply for credit. 

If you feel you’ve been discriminated against. 
You should know that refusing credit to an 
adult on the basis of sex, race, creed, age or 
color is prohibited by Massachusetts General 
Laws. If you feel that you have been refused 
credit for any such reason, we recommend 
that you first discuss it with the credit grantor 
who refused you. If you receive no satisfaction, 
and still feel that your legal rights are being 
violated, we suggest you contact an appropriate 
public agency, such as the Consumer Affairs 
Division of the Attorney General’s Office, 
State House, Boston. 

Since there are many worthwhile and 
legitimate reasons to borrow, a favorable 
credit reputation is a valuable possession. You 
should have no difficulty in obtaining credit 
if you can show a lender that you have a 
reasonably stable home address, dependable 
employment, a worthwhile purpose for the 
credit, sufficient income to repay the loan, and 
a record of prompt payment on past or present 
credit obligations. In the next ad in our weekly 
series, we'll suggest how to handle a credit crisis.

like. They’re even familiar with 
the deck of scribbled notes he 
keeps to pin on the door and let 
people know where to find him: 
“Am at Mr. Brow’s apartment 
— last door at end of this 
building — thank you. Willard.” 
and “Come on back to the yard 
around the corner. Thanks.” 

Wight bemoans the never- 
ending rise of heating fuel 
prices. “Back in May I could sell 
it for 21% cents a gallon. As of 
January 4th, it’s 33.9 cents a 
gallon. But it looks like at least 
we'll get by, no thanks to 
anybody but nature; it’s been a 
mild winter, lucky for us.” 

Outside Wight’s office window 
three fellows were trying to split 
logs, and cut plywood boards 
into fireplace-size lengths. 

“‘We’re carting those old 
boards and wood up to my house 
to burn,”’ Wight said as he 
watched them. “If there is a 
squeeze I'd feel guilty burning a 
lot of oil while my customers are 
not getting enough to keep 
warm.” 

The hardware store up the 
street from Wight’s office was 
doing business as usual, but 
proprietor Barney Young 
complained that he couldn’t 
keep certain items in stock: 
namely, axes and saws, wood 
stoves and Franklin stoves. 

“If we had ’em we would sell 
out every day,” Young said. 
“But we can’t get any of that 
kind of cutting and burning stuff 
these days, so there you are. 


Chainsaws Sold Out 

One of Young’s competitors 
reported that chainsaws (at $140 
each) had been sold out for 
months, “‘and you can’t get 
them at any price nowadays.” 
Requests for chainsaws in that 
store had totalled 30 that week. 
“And that’s a heck of a lot more 
than I can get rid of most years,” 
the proprietor said. “I’m lucky if 
I can peddle, oh, five to, say, 
nine at tops in a whole year. 

‘“‘And I’ll make you a 
prediction for the spring,” he 
continued. ‘““You just make your 
bets that it’s going to be a big 
lawn and garden year. Nobody’s 
going anyplace, probably, 
except on a bike.” 

They’re not going anywhere 
on a bus either, at least not the 
Camdeners who want to see 
their home town basketball 
team play. When the local 
schools made their own 
committments to save energy 
the first things to be sacrificed 
were the buses that carried 
spectators to basketball games. 
The decision caused a furor, but 
the school board would not 
relent, even though they did 
acknowledge that “It was a 
worthwhile thing when we could 
supply (the busing). After all, 
we came in second in the state 
last year, and we still have a fine 
team.” 

Camden’s gas station 
employees found the fuel scare 
both amusing and ‘‘very 
goddamn inconvenient.” 

“It really puts us out on 
Saturdays,’’ one of the 
attendants began, “because 
people panic, and line up like 
there’s no tomorrow.’’ He 
paused to acknowledge sarcastic 
applause from co-workers. “I 
mean, like there’s no Monday 
anyhow. They come in to top up 
their tanks, some of them, at 83 
cents a fillup.”’ 

“T can go you one better,’’ one 
man said. “I had one the other 
Saturday for 19 cents!”’ 

‘“‘And then there are the 
people coming in with gas cans 
who say they’re using the gas for 
their lawnmower. In January,”

down,’’ an Exxon station 
manager said. “I just can’t use 
as many fellas working now. We 
used to be open seven days and 
seven nights a week. Now we’re 
shut down Sundays and week- 
nights and... I just can’t afford 
to keep them on. It’s a hardship 
for some of them, too, believe 
me.” 

Many businesses are 
suffering, but some are being 
destroyed. Due to various 
pressures other than the energy 
squeeze — and that means, 
mostly, lobbying by 
environmentalists 
snowmobilers are going 
bankrupt in Maine. 

“Since President made his 
energy speech I’ve sold one 
snowmobile,” Bob Pukas said. 
Pukas is the owner (“well, the 
bank is’’) of the Belfast Marine 
and Sports store. ‘‘In that 
amount of time (compared with 
last year’s sales) I would have 
sold from 25 to 40 machines. 

“Just in the two weeks before 
Nixon’s energy speech I sold 16 
snowmobiles. Now nothing. 
Nothing.” 

For snowmobile dealers, the 
whole problem started with a 
slip-up by Maine’s Governor 
Kenneth Curtis. The Governor 
gave a televised speech in early 
November (1973) that dealt with 
what he called the energy crisis. 
In announcing state fuel 
cutbacks he singled out 
snowmobiles. Pukas describes it 
this way: 

“When Governor Curtis went 
on TV he said that snowmobile 
use must ‘be cut in half. This 
panicked us snowmobile dealers, 
so a couple of days later we all 
had a meeting in Augusta. That 
was 300 very worried guys in 
that room. We had the Governor 
on the phone, and he admitted 
that he had made a mistake to 
use us for a prime example. 
What he should have said was 
that the use of recreation 
vehicles had to be cut in half. 
So then the Governor saw to it 
some stuff got in the papers.” 
(Headlines the day after that 
committment read: “Governor 
pledges support of sport: 
snowmobilers are reassured;”’ 
and “Snowmobile owners won’t 
be unduly penalized, says 
Curtis.”’) 

“But getting that stuff in the 
papers didn’t help” Pukas said. 
“The papers don’t reach all the 
people who hear him on TV, and 
I guess they don’t impress 
people the way a TV appearance 
does.” 

The whole affair puts Pukas — 
and others like him — in the 
worst of financial straits. 

“My business is nil, just nil,” 
he said. ‘“‘“My mechanic is 
working three days instead of 
six. This has me on the verge of 
bankruptcy. I’m going to look for 
a loan from the Small Business 
Administration to keep going 
until spring. I need capital to 
work with come spring and 
motorboat time.” (Pukas sells 
snowmobiles in the winter, 
motorboats in the summer.) 

Motorboat time? Won’t there 
be the same fuel problem with 
water-going pleasure vehicles as 
with snowbound ones? 

“I’m _ seriously considering 
going into sailboats,”’ Pukas 
said. 

Whatever the mode of 
transport this summer, it seems 
that Maine will have to.make do 


‘with many less teurjets. than 
usual. People aren’t plamning to — 


chance driving and searching for 
gas, especially if their supplies 
are being rationed by that time.

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The FBI’s Cointel: Uncovering the Undercover

A month ago, the Phoenix 
reported on the court-ordered 
release of scanty information on 
the FBI’s seven top-secret 
counterintelligence programs. 
The Bureau counterintelligence 
programs were not spy 
operations, they were programs 
under which the FBI targeted 
groups, organizations and 
individuals for harrassment and 
infiltration “to disrupt and 
otherwise neutralize’ their 
activities. 

A freedom of information suit 
got a court order forcing the FBI 
to release documents on the 
purpose, scope and nature of the 
counterintelligence program 
against the New Left. Because 
the document that terminated 
the Cointelpro-New Left also 
terminated the other six 
programs, the Bureau was 
forced to make at least the 
names of all six public last 
month. 

The seven Cointelpros were: 
Cointelpro-Espionage; 
Cointelpro-New Left; 
Cointelpro-Disruption of White 
Hate Groups; Cointelpro- 
Communist Party, USA; 
Counterintelligence and Special 
Operations; Cointelpro- Black 
Extremists; and Socialist 
Workers Party- Disruption 
Program. The Bureau released 
two directives from late FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, one 
which set up the program 
against the New Left in May of 
1968 and the other which 
discontinued all six programs on 
April 28, 1971. 

In a shrewd press relations 
move, the FBI delayed releasing 
the documents two months and 
then made them public on the 
same day Vice President Ford 
took his oath of office, judging 
correctly they would get scant 
attention with the flood of 
newsprint about Ford. 

Two weeks ago, two more 
documents on the Cointel 
programs were quietly released 
in Washington under the same 
court order by the U.S. 
Attorney’s office. There was no 
press release and the documents 
received virtually no media 
circulation, although they go 
further than any other internal 
FBI memoranda previously 
released, stolen or leaked. in 
documenting thé parochial, 
capricious, and vindictive 
approach the Hoover FBI took 
toward the protest movements 
of the late sixties. 

The new documents are two 
internal Bureau policy memos 
written by Charles D. Brennan, 


then assistant director in charge 
of the Bureau’s Domestic 
Intelligence Division, setting 
forth justifications for the two 
Hoover directives previously 
released. They were written “‘for 
the record,’’ dated the day 
before the respective Hoover 
orders, and offer an unusual 
opportunity to see the 
bureaucratic FBI mind looking 
at social unrest and the anti-war 
movement. 

“Our Nation is undergoing an 
era of disruption and violence 
caused to a large extent by 
various individuals generally 
connected with the New Left,” 
wrote Brennan. “‘Some of these 
activists urge revolution in 
America and call for the defeat 
of the United States in Vietnam. 
They continually and falsely 
allege police brutality and do 
not hesitate to utilize unlawful 
acts to further their so-called 


causes. 

“The New Left has on many 
occasions viciously and 
scurrilously attacked the 
Director and the Bureau in an 
attempt to hamper our 
investigation of it and drive us 
off college campuses. 

“With this in mind, it is (the 
Domestic Intelligence 
Division’s) recommendation 
that a new Counterintelligence 
Program be designed to 
neutralize the New Left and the 
Key Activists. The Key 
Activists are those individuals 
who are the moving forces 
behind the New Left and on 
whom we have intensified our 
investigation.” 

The next day, Hoover issued 
the order setting up Cointelpro - 
New Left. The purpose of the 
program, Hoover wired his 
agents, ‘“‘is to expose, and 
otherwise neutralize the 
activities of the various New 
Left organizations, their 
leadership and adherents.” 

New Left groups were to be 
followed on ‘‘a continuous 
basis,” he ordered, agents were 
to take advantage of all 
opportunities for dissension and 
disruption within the young 
leftist groups and derogatory 
information about groups and 
their leaders was to be leaked to 
the news media both locally and 
nationally through ‘‘reliable 
news sources.” 

“We must frustrate every 
effort of these groups and no 
opportunity should be missed to 
capitalize upon the 
organizational and _ personal 
conflicts of their leadership,” 
ordered Hoover. 


The handling of the release of 
this information once again 
shows the skill with which the 
FBI “works” the media. The two 
documents released last month 
made much less of a negative 
impression than they would 
have had they been 
accompanied by the broad- 
gauge policy memoranda. And 
the FBI knew they had to release 
all four under the court order, 
since they had to file a 
statement of full compliance 
with the court. So they drew the 
flak with the lightweights and 
then quietly delivered to NBC 
reporter Carl Stern, who had 
sued for the release, the second 
two documents. (And Stern, of 
course, had probably previously 
used most if not all of the time 
the network was willing to allot 
to the story.) 

The Brennan policy 
memoranda only reaffirms what 
was clear from the Hoover 
directive setting up the New 
Left Program: this was above all 
a political attack, what the 
Bureau targeted was an idea, a 
movement, rather than the 
perpetrators of criminal acts. 
When Hoover told his agents to 
get the young people 
“unlawfully” challenging the 
society, it was clear that it was 
the challenge that he considered 
criminal. 

It’s clear from Brennan’s 
definition of the New Left “key 
activist” that the Bureau was 
still tied up in the old “outside 
agitator” perspective on social 
unrest. Perhaps this explains 
why John Dean’s famous list of 
White House enemies was such 
a collection of vested 
“straights,” with nary a long 
hair ranking. The White House 
knew it could trust Hoover’s 
view of the “criminal’’ to bring 
the FBI down on those who 
challenged the government in 
organized social protest. (The 
IRS, according to agents 


. interviewed, did turn the screws 


on those targeted as “‘movement 
activists,’’ although the Service 
refused to go after the 
President’s white collar 
“‘enemies.’’) 

The Bureau, as I reported 
previously, refused to date the 
other Cointel programs or to say 
for how long they had been in 


operation. Interviews with 
several former agents, however, 
date the counterintelligence 
program against ‘‘black 
extremists” within a month of 
the New Left program, in April 
or May of 1968. The programs 
against espionage and the 
American Communist Party 
probably go back decades. The 
program against the white hate 
groups, primarily the American 
Nazi Party and the Klu Klux 
Klan, was probably begun in the 
fifties. And the Cointel against 
the Socialist Workers Party, the 
largest Trotskyite socialist 
group in the US, was begun in 
1961, according to papers the 
Justice Department filed in a 
New York court case last week. 

FBI Director Hoover cancelled 
all seven Cointel programs 
about a week after a group that 
called itself the Citizen’s 
Commission to Investigate the 
FBI began circulating to 
newsmen packets of secret FBI 
memos and files stolen from the 
Media, Pa., office of the FBI in 
March of 1971. What was 
reported as an informed 
assumption last week — that 
Hoover cancelled the 
Cointelpros in his frantic and 
worried fury after the ‘Media 
Papers” began to circulate — is 
lent more weight by the wording 
of the Brennan policy memo on 
the termination order. 

“To afford additional security 
to our sensitive techniques and 
operations, it is recommended 
the Cointelpros operated by the 
Domestic Intelligence Division 
be discontinued,’’ wrote 
Brennan. The emphasis on 
threatened “security” and the 
uncommonly defensive phrasing 
suggest that the Bureau wanted 
to be able to‘lean heavily upon 
this memo if the Media 
revelations spilled over into the 
Cointel programs. (Indeed, a 
notation on one of the Media 
papers that there was a FBI 
program called Cointelpro-New 
Left was the basis for Stern’s 
original suit for access ) 

The termination of the formal 
Cointel programs on April 28, 
1971 probably did not mean the 
end of similar neutralize-and- 
destroy FBI operations. By 
withdrawing official approval, 
Hoover. the ultimate 


bureaucrat, covered his own ass; 
but to withdraw approval is 
something quite different from 
forbidding. And as I reported 
last month, academics who have 
done consulting work for the 
Bureau, have told me that top 
level FBI officials acknowledged 
in the summer of 1971, after the 
Cointelpros were cancelled, FBI 
infiltrators were still trying to 
deepen the schism between the 
Cleaver and Newton factions 
and shatter the Black Panther 
Party. (They were apparently 
successful; as they were with the 
New Left, the CP, etc.) 

The Phoenix was able to 
iavcrview former FBI agent 
Robert Wall. Wall, who now 
lives in Canada, was in the FBI 
for five years, and from late 1968 
to 1970 was assigned to the 
Washington field office working 
on the Left and black militants. 
In my last article, I described 
one Cointel project Wall had 
written about elsewhere, in 
which he had a forged letter sent 
to the National Mobilization 
Committee in 1969 demanding 
$20,000 “security bond”’ for the 
Mobe’s upcoming dem- 
onstration in the name of the 
D.C. Black United Front. 

“There were constantly asking 
for suggestions on how we could 
screw the Black Panther Party,” 
said Wall. “That was kind of a 
special target, it almost had it’s 
Own aggressive _ counter 
intelligence program, beginning 
from somewhere in May of 1969 
right through when I left in 
1970.” 

In 1969, Stokely Carmichael 
was organizing in Washington 
and, in an effort to limit his 
mobility, Wall’s squad came up 
with a Cointelpro suggestion 
that someone should contact 
him with a false death threat, or 
information about a plot in his 
life. “It was approved but we 
didn’t get it back to execute,” 
said Wall, “I heard later that 
they had a black clerk in the 
New York FBI office phone him 
with the warning.” 

A suit by the Socialist 
Workers Party charging the 
government with infringing on 
its members civil liberties, will 
probably be the next major 
source of information on the 
FBI’s counterintelligence tactics.

omniscient shrink, suddenly 
remembers that when she was 
five daddy locked her in a closet 
which is why she overeats now, 
and bingo — she stops eating, 
loses 30 pounds, and walks with 
her handsome new fiance into a 
joyful and unhassled future. It’s 
analogous to all the other happy- 
ever-after myths that permeate 
our instant-everything culture, 
and, like all the others, it has 
one fatal snag: the grand, 
climactic moment is not the end 
in itself but only the basis for a 
lot of hard work to follow. 
Feminist therapists are fighting 
a lot when they fight this myth, 
and for women especially, 
trained to passivity, it’s a hard 
trap to break out of. It’s difficult 
for a lot of people, in and out of 
therapy, to realize that the 
therapeutic process isn’t 
something that happens to a 
person, but rather a process 
created by the client and 
therapist together — with the 
client doing most of the work. 
Traditional therapies claim this 
goal — but real responsibility 
involves real choices, and this is 
impossible in a therapy that 
implies a correct, “‘healthy”’ 
choice. 

There is in this the kind of 
alternative they were fond of 
offering in my Catholic youth: 
you can either obey the rules 
and go to heaven, or disobey 
them and go to hell. It is only by 
transcending heaven and hell 
that real choice (and thus real 
morality) becomes possible. 
Traditional therapy, Nona 
Ferdon says, is based on the 
medical model, and of course 
she’s right — but equally it is 
based on the religious model, 


and it takes on the oppressive 
aspects of both. 
The Concept of Sickness 

All of the therapists I talked 
with questioned the whole 
concept of “sickness.” I tend to 
hold onto it, to an extent, since 
in my experience emotional 
problems can be as limiting to 
functioning as physical 
ailments. But certainly the 
parallel is too far extended, and 
the process of feminist therapy 
leads to a questioning of the very 
definition of neurosis. Stripped 
of its mystique, neurosis is 
rooted not in sickness but in 
healthy survival tactics that 
have outlived their usefulness. A 
woman unable to express 
feelings of anger, for instance, is 
likely to discover in therapy that 
she has been punished for such 
expressions and has thus learned 
to repress them. Her question 
now is essentially pragmatic: is 
the repression still useful, and if 
not, how can she learn to discard 
it? It is the sort of problem faced 
by someone who has walked 
with a cane because of a leg 
injury and must learn to walk 
without it when the leg is well. 

If women in general have 
suffered from role model 
demands, how much more 
deeply do these demands affect 
lesbians? Most of the women I 
talked with were concerned 
about this, and Donna Medley, 
herself a lesbian therapist, spoke 
about the need for therapists to 
deal with lesbianism as a 
positive alternative. Lesbians 
are forced into duplicity to 
maintain jobs, family contacts, 
and personal mobility 
(homosexual acts are still illegal 
in 42 states). Until last 
December, the American 
Psychiatric Association labeled 
homosexuality a mental illness: 
now it is a “sexual orientation 
disturbance.” This attitude has 
two implications for the lesbian: 
if she goes to a therapist because 


she has claustrophobia, the 
therapist is likely to ignore her 
problem and try to cure her 
lesbianism. And, if she has 
problems involving her 
lesbianism, the assumption will 
be that she should learn to be 
straight. The social context is 
ignored and thus tacitly 
accepted; the problem is in her 
sexuality, not in the pressures 
she has had to face from a 


hostile society. The recently 
formed Lesbiam Therapy 
Research Project is attempting 
to compile information about 
the therapy needs of lesbians, 
which they feel have been 
ignored by traditional and 
radical therapists. The women 
from the project I spoke with 
emphasized that as women 
lesbians have some different 
problems from homosexual men,

but that as gay women they also 
deal with pressures straight 
women don’t face, and so there 
is need to develop specifically 
lesbian therapies. 
Charging Clients 

On the subject of charging 
clients, two feminist principles 
seem to be in conflict. Women 
need to help each other, and 
there is the male concept that 
money defines worth. For the 
Women’s Center Collective, this 
is central. One of the women 
from the collective, Susan, 
spoke strongly on this issue: part 
of her work involves convincing 
the client that she is really cared 
for and not simply buying an 
hour of Susan’s time. On the 
other hand there is the fact that 
volunteerism has always been 
encouraged in women, and has 
been part of the structure in 
which women have been 
discouraged from taking 
themselves seriously. Most of 
the women I talked with are 
opposed to capitalism but feel 
that it must be faced 
realistically: they want to earn 
their living practicing their skill. 
All of them have done some 
volunteer work; none of them 
charges outrageously; and all of 
them consider the client’s 
financial state when setting fees. 
My own sympathies lie with this 
position; I regret, but don’t 
begrudge, the money I pay my 
therapist. Still, it will be 
interesting to see how this issue, 
and its ramifications, are dealt 
with as a feminist therapy 
evolves. 

And it is evolving. Already 
women therapists are trying to 
form links with each other. A 
NOW group is trying to work on 
this, and there is talk among 
other therapists of organizing a 
conference of women involved in 
therapy. I hope more of this 
happens, and I think it will. We 
need therapy, sometimes, and 
we surely need each other.

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Viet War Goes On One Year After ‘Peace’ 


By Ngo Vinh Long

On January 27 the Paris Peace 
Agreements will become a year 
old, and yet there has been no 
peace in that country. Instead, 
the situation is becoming 
increasingly serious and the 
possibility of a full-scale 
resumption of the war is now 
greater than ever. There are 
many reasons for this: 

First, Thieu in a recent speech 
has ordered an all-out war 
against the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of 
South Vietnam. The speech was 
summarized in the January 5, 
1974 issue of the Washington 
Post as follows: 

“President Nguyen van Thieu 
today (January 4) called on his 
troops to attack the Viet Cong in 
their own territory because he 
said, the Vietnam war has begun 
again. He said pre-emptive 
actions of the South Vietnamese 
army had forestalled a 
Communist offensive, but the 
fight now has to be carried to 
zones occupied by the Viet Cong 
under the ceasefire agreement, 
because the threat of an 
offensive still remain 

The “pre-emptive actions” 
that Thieu admitted of course 
was never intended to forestall 
Communist offensive” as 
such but was designed from the 
beginning to destroy the peace 
agreements and to provoke the 
PRG into a military response 
with the hope of sucking the 
United States back into the war 
again. Thieu’s intentions and 
actions from the very beginning 
are well-documented in a study 
entitled ‘Violations of the Peace 
Agreements’’ prepared by 
Deputy Ho Ngoc Nhuan, a well- 
known Catholic leader in the 
Saigon Lower House, and made 
public by him on November 1, 
1973. Deputy Nhuan’s study 
reprints a number of Thieu’s 
official orders to his armed 
forces to “blow the brains out,” 
‘*chop to pieces,’’ and 
“annihilate” any Communist or 
“‘any person who dares to speak 
in the Communist language.” 
An example of this is Thieu’s 

- speech on August 6, 1973, during 
the military parade 
commemorating the anniversary 
of the creation of the so-called 
Self-Defense Forces in which he 
ordered the Self-Defense Forces 
and all other of his forces and 
cadres to ‘‘be resolute in 


chopping up all the tricky 
Communists,” to “chop, chop, 
chop,” because: 

“The Communists are trying 
their best to create a second 
administration in South 
Vietnam and to demand 
democratic freedoms and the 
freedom of movement from one 
zone to another so that they can 
carry out trade and therefore 
destroy the economy of the 
Republic of Vietnam (Thieu’s 
regime). The Communists are 
demanding negotiations, 
democratic freedoms, freedom of 
the press and freedom of speech 
in order to propagandize 
Communist ideology among the 
ranks (of the government) of the 
Republic of Vietnam.”

“pacification” operations during 
the past 11 months. And more 
often than not, the Saigon 
regime unabashedly brags of its 
achievements. For example, as 
testified by Wells Klein, 
member of the Subcommittee 
Study Mission to South 
Vietnam, at the hearings before 
the Subcommittee to 
Investigate Problems Connected 
with Refugees of the Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary 
(August 1, 1973) the Thieu 
regime admitted of dumping 
about one third of the total 
amount of artillery shells the 
United States can produce every 
day in a single province: “When 
we were in Da Nang in mid- 
March, the South Vietnamese

Tan Bien district in Tay Ninh 
province and killed scores of 
people, destroyed hundreds of 
homes and many paddyfields 
and farms. From November 17 
to 22, close to 100 planes 
dropped 600 bombs, fired 
rockets, and strafed villages in 
the Hong Tam area of Binh 
Duong province.

The right to create a second 
administration in South 
Vietnam and all the democratic 
freedoms that Thieu are so 
afraid of, of course are 
guaranteed by the terms of the 
Paris agreements which both the 
Thieu regime and the Nixon 
administration signed. 
Nevertheless, the Thieu regime 
has repeatedly carried out its 
‘‘pre-emptive actions’’ by 
attacking PRG-controlled areas 
ever since the signing of the 
agreements to make it difficult 
for the PRG to “‘create a second 
administration” and for the 
refugees to return to the 
countryside. 

Bombing Missions 

It is impossible to list all these 
military violations here, for by 
all accounts the Saigon Air 
Force has flown around 15,000 
bombing and reconnaisance 
missions, the army has 
conducted about 35,000 military 
operations in the attempt to 
gain territories, and the police 
and para-military forces have 
carried out over 200,000 


‘admitted to firing 10,000 rounds 
of artillery daily, most of which 
was not to counter operations 
from the other side, by primarily 
H & I (harrassment and 
interdiction) fire.’’ Another 
example is given by Reuters on 
October 8, 1973, when it quoted 
an official Saigon press release 
as saying that over 100 of its own 
jets had bombed many areas 
under PRG control along the 
Vietnam-Cambodia border for 
four successive days. These 
turned out to be populated areas 
in the province of Tay Ninh and 
the result was the death of many 
civilians and the destruction of 
many homes, plus a school and a 
hospital (Agence France Press, 
October 9, 1973). 


In recent days, the Thieu 
regime has become increasingly 
aggressive and provocative. For 
example, according the Agence 
France Press, between 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. on November 23, 
1973, several hundred Saigon 
jets dumped thousands of 
bombs in the populated areas of 


Joint Military Commission 
meetings. But these are but only 
a few examples since Thieu 
himself was reported by AP on 
January 7 for having admitted 
that his air force has 
systematically carried out 


attacks against PRG areas. 
U.S. Encouragement 


But the Thieu regime could 
not have done all these things 
without active encouragement 
and aid from the United States: 
Major-General Peter Olenchuk 
testified before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee on 
May 8, 1973 that the United 
States had sent Thieu so much 
arms that “.... we short changed 
ourselves within our overall 
inventories. We short changed 
also the Reserve units in terms 
of prime assets. We also, in 
certain instances, diverted 
equipment that would have gone 
to Europe.” 

According to U.S. military 
sources quoted in the October 3, 
1973 issue of the New York 
Times, during the first six 
months after the signing of the 


Paris agreements, the U.S. 
provided the Saigon Air Force 
alone with 142,000 bombs, 
rockets and flares and 13.8 
million rounds of small-arms 
ammunition. In clear violation 
of Article 7 of the Paris 
agreements, the Pentagon 
announced plans to replace 
Saigon’s F-5A fighters with the 
more advanced F-5E’s, which as 
one Defense Department official 
explained, “are not to replace 
attrition per se, or losses, they 
are to modernize the 
Vietnamese Air Force.’’ Of 
course, the Saigon Air Force 
requires training in the use of 
these new fighters, and to this 
end, the Pentagon hinted that 
South Vietnamese pilots are 
being trained at Williams Air 
Force Base in Arizona as well as 
in Vietnam (Hearings of the 
Committee on Armed Services, 
Part 8, August, 1973). Even the 
most recent Defense 
Department appropriations 
include substantial allocations 
for “off-shore training of ARVN 
personnel,’ ‘“‘funds for the 
operational support of the field 
advisors from all services 
assigned to Military Assistance 
Command-Vietnam,”’ ap- 
propriations for a “‘psychological 
warfare campaign conducted by 
the United States Information 
Services and Military 
Assistance Command- 
Vietnam,” and host of other 
appropriations. 
American Advisers 

The number of MAC-V field 
advisers is given as 6,326 persons 
(Hearings of the Committee on 
Appropriations, Part 5, July, 
1973.) In addition, the 
Pentagon’s own figures indicate 
that there are now 12,000 
Marine and Air Force personnel 
in South Vietnam (Hearings of 
the Committee on Armed 
Services, Part 8, August, 1973). 
Then there are several thousand 


* civilian advisers under Defense 


Department contract and 
“public safety officers” (i.e., 
prison and police advisers, 
intelligence advisers, and 
advisers for the pacification and 
the Phoenix programs) attached 
to the U.S. embassy in Saigon 
and to the various consulates in 
other parts of the country. (The 
names and functions of these 
advisers are listed outright in 
the most recent Foreign Service 
List, for example.)

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Park Plaza: The Campbells Aren’t Coming

Ken Campbell writes for the 
Globe. For the past year or so he 
has been writing about the 
proposed Park Plaza project, 
and some of his stories have not 
pleased the project’s developer, 
Mortimer Zuckerman. 


In the course of a year, 
Campbell has reported on 
pressures brought on Plaza 
opponents by Boston Mayor 
Kevin White, he has revealed 
that an outspoken pro-Plaza 
labor leader is on White’s city 
payroll, and he’s discovered that 
Gov. Francis Sargent holds an 
undated letter of resignation 
from the man who must decide 
the project’s fate. 

“He’s done great stuff,” says 
John Straight, a member of the 
Plaza Civic Advisory Committee 
(CAC) and an opponent of the 
project. “A lot of us feel he 
should be given an award.” 

Last Monday morning 
Campbell got the word. He was 
covering the fourth round of 
Plaza hearings at the Hurley 
Building downtown when the 
phone rang. 

**,..Call It Complaints.” 

It was Globe metropolitan 

editor Matt Storin with a simple 


message: it had been decided 
that Campbell was to be 


immediately pulled off daily 
coverage of the Plaza story. 

“I will confirm,” said Storin 
last week, ‘‘that there’ was 
pressure by Mort Zuckerman 
over a long period of time. 
Actually, other people are 
calling it pressure; I would call it 
complaints.” 

Storin said he received one of 
those “‘complaints” about a 
story Campbell wrote and which 
was printed the Friday before he 
was pulled off the story. That 
article reported on testimony by 
a financial expert at the 
hearings that Zuckerman’s 
project was financially 
unfeasible; Zuckerman was 
apparently mad that Campbell 
didn’t call him for comment. 
~ “I won’t discuss the nature of 
Zuckerman’s complaint,” said 
Storin. “That’s between him 
and us. His complaints have 
generally been that Campbell’s 
stories are one-sided.” 


Storin said he was also “not 
going to get into evaluating a 
reporter’s performance,” adding 
that ‘‘all decisions on 
assignments are based on the 
Globe’s efforts to get balanced, 
readable copy produced in time 
for deadline.” 

“One thing I will tell you,” 
said Storin. ‘If Campbell’s 


Saturday story had been in the 
office at 7:30 Friday night 
(deadline time), a lot of this 
could have been avoided.” 

There is a great deal of 
dispute about that story, 
Campbell’s last news piece on 
Park Plaza. (He can still write 
an occasional opinion column 
across from the Globe’s editorial 
page.) Assigned by Storin, the 
story was supposed to have been 
a response by both Zuckerman 
and the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (B.R.A.) to the 
testimony by the opponents’ 
financial expert, but when it 
appeared Saturday, the BRA 
segment wasn’t there. 

“The story,’ said Globe 
assistant managing editor 
Timothy Leland, who got back 
to the paper that Saturday after 
some jury duty, “was obscure at 
least in the opinion of people 
who handled it Friday night.” 

“They edited out the parts 
they didn’t understand,” said 
Leland. Largely the BRA’s 
official response was cut. 

This did not please the BRA, 
and the Authority’s Stewart 
Forbes called to tell Leland so. 
After a flurry of week end phone 
calls involving everyone but 
Campbell, the end result was a 
front page story in Monday’s 


Globe by Joe Pilati reporting the 
BRA’s response in detail. 

“The Pilati piece,’’ said 
Storin last week, “was a factor 
in my making my decision 
(about Campbell).” 

“I found Pilati’s story to be 
very readable and easy to 
understand,’’ he said. 
“Obviously it was a far less 
complicated story than most, 
but it was one more little point 
that put it over the top.” 

In a phone interview last 
week, Campbell would only say 
that the rewrite on his last news 
story was “relatively minor” and 
that it was in only a half hour 
late, not the hour and a half 
claimed by Storin. 


Not The Only News 


In the chummy atmosphere of 
the hearing room in which the 
latest Plaza hearings are being 
held, the news about Campbell 
was a hot item. It was not, in 
fact, the only news worth 
reporting: for the fourth time, 
Charles Mahoney, attorney for 
the Plaza opponents, was busy 
demonstrating his ability to tear 
apart the BRA’s claims. 

This time around, Mahoney 
hit hard on the Authority's 
claims that the project is so 
financially sound that there 
should be no problems 


completing it straight through to 
the Combat Zone. (Project plans 
call for construction to begin in 
the Park Zone area and 
eventually move toward the 
Combat Zont.) 


The star opposition witness 
was Bruce Hayden, the former 
president of the Conneticut 
General Life Insurance 
Company’s real estate division. 
When he was serving in that 
position in 1971, Hayden was 
persuaded by Plaza developer 
Zuckerman into writing a letter 
expressing interest in financing 
part of the proposed project. 


Toothpicks 


At the hearings Hayden said 
that he was surprised when he 
learned that Zuckerman had 
told the BRA that Connecticut 
General “will lead the syndicate 
of insurance companies 
participating” in one aspect of 
the Plaza’s financing. 

“This is a very simple case of © 
taking a toothpick and running 
it up into a cord of wood,”’ said 
Hayden. 

Hayden’s charge about the 
shakiness of Zuckerman’s 
financial plan was later 
bolstered by economists Barry 
Bluestone and Martha Meaney, 
who claimed that Zuckerman’s

All That Cast Iron 


Still Has Friends

‘Eyes Up!” 

I keep wishing I had a placard 
Saying that, or a guidebook, or 
something, even a camera. You 
know, one of those big cameras 
that used to Tell the World you 
were seriously sightseeing. 

At any rate, that is my fantasy 
as I walk around Downtown 
Boston looking for cast iron 
buildings. People keep staring at 
me as if I’m balmy, one of those 
inquiring reporters run amuck 
and keening in on distant 
drummers in the lofts of tired old 
buildings. One poor soul seeing 
me with pad and pen at 17 Milk 
Street slouches over to offer his 
view on the Bruins — to be a man- 
on-the-street interview is his 
finest ambition. When I apologize 
that I am not collecting news, 
that I am looking at the cast iron 
building, or more properly, the 
cast iron facade, he persists, 
undaunted: wouldn’t I really 
rather know his opinion of the 
Bruins. He, most certainly, would 
rather tell me. 

My poor sloucher is not the only 
soul who cannot warm up to cold 
metal. Ten decades worth of cold 
shoulders have come from 
businessmen, sign affixers, 
developers, the BRA, banks and 
even, alas, the fates in the form of 
fire. 

Since their mid-19th century 
glory (1860 to 1880) when the 
splendidly ornamented cast iron 
predecessors of the skyscraper 
rose, the consolidators, im- 
provers, flatteners, have con- 
signed these buildings to oblivion. 
Today, Robert MacKay, the 
admiring Friend of Cast Iron 
Architecture, can only list four of 
214 partial and whole facades. 
And of these four, well...I have 
the distinct feeling that I had 
better hustle to find them there. 


“Burned,”’ ‘‘stripped of or- 
nament,’’ ‘‘consolidated,’’ 
“burned down’ is MacKay’s 


litany of cast iron architecture 
lost. ‘‘These owners don’t give a 
good goddamn,’’ MacKay 
mourns. ‘If the building makes 
money, it would be okay. But you 
can make more off a parking lot 
than you can off a_ public 
building.’ 

Boston has a lot of nonwinning 
buildings even as it prides itself 
on the love of the past: witness 
the unprotested flattening around 
South Station and the Garment 
district. Parking lots have 
literally doubled in the last 
decade as the bulldozers did their 
bit around the waterfront, the 
Downtown District, the West 
End. For every Old City Hall or 
Marketplace rehab there are ten 
India Wharfs demolished. 

And so, despite the multiplying 
of cast iron afficionados under 
their founding mother Margot 
Gayle, dean of New York’s Soho 
day strippers; despite MacKay’s 
own successful Victorian Society 
tour of cast iron buildings last 
Spring, the young historian does 
not sound sanguine. 

I dispatch myself promptly. 


The Prize 


I find the first of MacKay’s 
foursome, the prize to my mind, 
intact and impressive at 120 
Fuiton Street. 

It is in better shape than an- 
ticipated; its longtime owners, 
the George T. McLauthlin 
Company, more alert to its status 
than expected. They are a very 
old elevator company and there, 
in a pleasant urban enclave now 
bounded by the Central Artery, 
the North End, and the water- 
front, they have stayed since the 
1860’s origin. 

I am lucky. A gray-haired 
purchasing agent takes pity on 


me and risks her bosses’ wrath 
and the insurance company’s ire 
to tour all five floors, in and out of 
the plodding elevator. I un- 
derstand the bosses’ ner- 
vousness; the iron cage elevator 
feels as old as the architecture 
and, poking our way upstream, I 
feel like the hapless canoeist in a 
landlocked ‘‘Deliverance.”’ 

The elderly elevator shop has 
endured in this era of corporate 
giants like Otis by dint of 
specialty services such as 
scooping out a third to fourth 
floor elevator in Boston Garden. 
But the pace seems something 
less than ulcerous in its top floor 
drafting room, the floors empty 
or strewn with debris below. 

Such is commerce. As _ ar- 
chitecture, these spaces are still 
fine — open and awash in the 
light of the large iron-framed 
glass windows, some arched, 
some oblong: the most com- 
pelling virtue of the airy open 
form of construction endures. 
Unimpeded by bulky masonry 
bearing walls, the building is 
spacious inside, born aloft on the 
cast iron columns. It boasts the 
grace of its heirs the skyscraper 
and today’s glass and steel 
curtain-wall constructions. 

Outside, too, the structure is 
impressive, the aristocrat of 
Fulton Street. Fulton Street itself 
is a narrow way of older honest 
brick buildings, a cozy area 
foresaken by the wholesalers this 
decade but about to be 
rehabilitated and re-inhabited by 
apartment dwellers and a less 
architecturally fortuitous elderly 
highrise. There is no mistaking 
the elegant structure of the 
Mchauthlin Company. Intact 
behind its rust red paint, the cast 
iron building is prince among its 
cast iron comrades, showing 
more restraint and control than 
many from this ‘flamboyant and 
vulgar”’ era of design. It is a prize 
of its period playing down the 
parts swiped from this and that 
catalogue of classical items into a 
whole that explains its workings, 
a direct but noble work of ar- 
chitecture. 

Lofty specimens like this are 
just as likely to be mangled as 
their less noble brethren. Luckily 
for the latterday lord, however, 
the company has a brochure to 


‘reinforce for you-them its 


historical non-aesthetic 
qualities: ‘‘The five-story 
prefabricated modular front is 


‘the only trace of a group of 


structures that marked the use of 
this metal as a building material 
— one’of the most significant 
developments of the Industrial 
Revolution,’ says the portable 
reprint of an article in ‘‘Elevator 
World.”’ 

Too bad, nobody from 
“Elevator World’’ came to note 
its peers around Boston. 

Baby white brick and big bland 
signs cover up the first floor of 
the cast iron building at State 
Street. The not quite camp 1930’s 
black slick glass of Bolter, Men’s 
apparel, obstruct 17 Milk, the 
birthplace of Ben Franklin. Here, 
above eyelevel, sits a bust of good 
old Ben, the pseudo-simple 
diplomat surrounded by a lively 
array of the fancy classical 
emblems he disaffected. And for 
the final stop, 46 Summer Street, 
the street between Jordan’s and 
Filene’s, still boasts a most 
elaborate window dressing, the 
Corinthian columns encraming 
the windows of Long’s, jewelers. 
“‘Not only could iron buildings be 
erected rapidly and 
economically,”’ note the Friends 
of Cast Iron Architecture, ‘‘But 
they could be elegantly or- 
namented with casting of fancy

capitals for columns, with ar- 
chitecs and brackets, with 
balconies and ballustrades, and 
with cornices that were out of this 
world.’ So they are. 

The importance of cast iron 
architecture lies as much in its 
technological innovation as in the 
agreeable or even delightfully 
‘‘vulgar’’ disposition of such 
ornament. However pleasing, the 
embroidery of  shoplifted 
historical motifs is not all. For, as 
at Fulton Street, the cast iron 
fronts allowed large light-inviting 
glass windows. The Chicago 
skyscraper would become their 
industrial-lineal issue. So would 
today’s modular methods. It was 
here the U.S. learned ar- 
chitectural pre-fabrication. If 
cast iron columns could be fac- 
tory built, carried to the site and 
bolted together, speed and 
duplication would be possible. 
This, mass-production’s 100-year- 


old method is now called 
‘‘modern.”’ 

“The standardized monotony 
the single window unit, ihe 
curtain facade, continuous 
vertical linkage of the internal 
columns, the modular 


arrangement and the pre- 
fabricated sometimes _in- 
terchangeable parts of the 
typical Boston ‘‘iron building”’ oi 
the last century clearly in- 
fluenced the commercia! 
structures of our day,’’ MacKay 
wrote after his study of Boston’s 
diminishing cast iron ar- 
chitecture collection. 

For decades economics has 
worked against all old ar- 


chitecture simply because it is - 


old and indeed often 
uneconomical; rundown, hard to 
heat, “‘inefficient’’ and in neigh- 
borhoods drooling for develop- 
ment — at least in the eyes of 
those who wield crowners for a 
culture nourished on the new. 
At some point, whatever one’s 
passions, a half-empty building 
may cost its landlord more in tax 
money than he makes in rent. (Of 
course, calling the building half- 
full, not half-empty, might 
changé attitudes and fill empty 
rooms... Meanwhile too, “empty 
rooms’’ sometimes support 
fledging enterprises, or artists). 
Anyhow, somehow, 
precarious point, it becomes 
more profitable for the owner — 
though not for the city or neigh- 


‘slowly changing mores, 


at 


borhood — to tear down the 
building and pay taxes on the 
land alone than to pay taxes plus 
heat, maintenance, etc. on the 
land and building. 

Compound, the inducement of 
revenue from a parking lot, and 
the ease of acquiring a demolition 
permit and no wonder preser- 
vationists fret and buildings 
‘‘mysteriously  burn.’’ 
Unlicensed, indiscriminately 
allowed, and unregulated to 
overfill, parking lots become 
profitable testimony to our 
inability to halt privateers at the 
expense of human beings and 
humane buildings. 


The City’s Impotence 

Finally, add the city of Boston’s 
impotence say 
calculated impotence — in 


establishing a Landmark 
Commission. Such a Landmark 
Commission could designate, 
consider, or rope off buildings 
and even districts as has been 
done in Manhattan’ and 
elsewhere. The architecture 
would be dedicated to salvation 
and re-use, and further taxation. 
Not for museum-making. 
Preservationists are for it. The 
BRA says it is for it. After years 
of lagging behind New York, the 
BRA brought forth its landmarks 
legislation. Mimicking that 
agency’s sluggish pace, the City 
Council has now managed to drag 
the bill past the current 
legislative session. This year 
again, there is to be no land- 
marks legislation. ‘“‘The Land- 
mark Commission is in one of 
those stages of limbo,”’ the BRA 
noted six months ago, “‘but is a 
better state of limbo than 
before.’’ The same peculiar 
comparative metaphor still holds: 
true. 

While the city’s collection of 
cast iron architecture poises 
precariously in that limbo, steel 
girders rise speedily to construct 
its highrise descendants, and 
threats, buildings like the Blue 
Cross and National Shawmut. 
And, whatever our verbal hopes 
and disclaimers, whatever our 
their 
physical evidence still attests to 
an indifference to their origins 
and our. environment alike. 
“Eyes up for the new; down for 
the old’? might make a more 


suitable placard for tourists.

HOUSTON — Rumor has it 
that not even El Jefe himself 
watched this one.

had covered Super Bowls in the

Stone’s Hunter Thompson, who 


accused of killing a few dozen 
teenaged boys. Truman still 
managed to sneak in most of the 
parties, putting him roughly on 
a par with Thompson’s previous 
Super Bowl coverage.

Thompson was sweating. “I 
can’t take any more of this 
cocktail party crap.

Unpleasantly Distorted Reproduction

them is wrong. 


problems only complicate the matter without chang- 
ing the basic principle. The reproduction is either 
right or wrong. Two different-sounding reproductions 
can’t both be identical to the original.

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The Beanpot: 


Running, Gunning, Funning

In the special parlance of the 
street, it is known as doing your 
case. ‘Man, I did my case,” or 
the reverse, “I had my case 
done.’’ Cases are tried in 
basketball court and, to revert 
once more to the vernacular, you 
either get your stuff off or you 
don’t. And we talkin’ stuff here. 
The name of the game is Street 
Ball and it is played in the stark 
arena of the playground by bad 
(as in good bad) cocky dudes 
with smiles and style. It is 
basketball set free from itself, 
without jive some would say, 
ruled by the players, a different 
sport almost, an artist’s vision. 
And whether it is five-on-five or 
three-on-three, the battle must 
always come down to this: my 
ability against your ability and 
— diggit! — let’s find out who’s 
best. Let’s try the case. Let’s run 
and gun and fun. 


And that is what the Beanpot 
Basketball finals between 
Boston College and Boston 
University came down to last 
Wednesday night in BC’s 
Roberts Center. It was all 
manner of running and funning 
and gunning, a college 
basketball shootout the likes of 
which this city may never have 
seen. For a city so long starved 
for exciting college level 
competition, BU’s 95-94 
overtime win was a full banquet, 
and the 2500 people on hand 
gorged themselves on it. For the 
first time, just from a quality 
standpoint, the basketball little 


brother of the big and brutish 
hockey Beanpot had nothing to 
be ashamed of. For once, it 
could stand on its own. 

When it was finally over, this 
game that looked so much like 
the BNBL Game-of-the-Week 
being brought to us live and in 
color from Columbia Point, it 
was an unheralded but 


nonetheless thrilling young 


bunch of Terriers from BU who 
had won their first Beanpot 
championship. And when BC 
Athletic Director Bill Flynn 
presented BU coach Ron 
Mitchell and his team 
afterwards, it would have been 
fitting if the pot had been hot. 
Because for the two nights of the 
tournament the Terriers were 
smokin’. 

“It was kind of wide open, 
wasn’t it?” said forward Neil 
Burns, a 6-4 sophomore forward 
from Linthicum, Md. who was 
the tournament MVP. Burns 
scored 26 points against BC, the 
last two coming on a line-drive 
jumper from the right corner 
with :03 seconds left in the 
overtime. ‘But we always play it 
wide open. Most of our games 
are pretty high scoring.” 

“I think both teams were 
trying to play defense,” said 
Terrier sophomore guard Steve 
Jones. Jones scored 23 points in 
the final, most of them on long- 
range missiles. “But everything 
that was fallin’ up there was 
goin’ in.”

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aspects of a shooting clinic. BC 
shot 69.5 percent from the floor 
(‘How can you shoot practically 
70 percent from the field and 
lose?”” moaned Eagle coach Bob 
Zuffelato); BU shot 57.1 
percent, including 64 percent in 
the first half. But in the end, it 
was a missed free throw that lost 
the game for BC and won it for 
BU 


Robert (Smooth) Carrington, 
BC’s superb sophomore forward 
playing with his right hand 
heavily bandaged because of a 
six-stitch cut in the palm, had 
scored 28 marvelous points 
against the Terriers ( making 13 
out of his first 15 shots). So with 
:09 second left in regulation and 
BC taking the ball out of bounds 
on the left sideline, Zuffelato set 
up his favorite late game play, 
which has guard Jere Nolan (22 
points, 17 assists) lobbing the 
ball to Carrington as he breaks 
by a double pick at the top of the 
key. 

Referee Charlie (Offensive 
Foul) Diehl handed Nolan the 
ball. Nolan slapped it. 
Carrington made his move just 
as the pick set, leaving his man 
Kenny Boyd a step behind. 
Nolan lobbed. Carrington 
caught, stopped. And missed.

them were shot from good 
distances with a BC hand in 
Boyd’s face. The 6-5 senior from 
Frederick Md. had only sixteen 
points in the game, but truly he 
was the Terrier MVP, making 
two points every time his team 
badly needed them. 


BU came into the Beanpot 
with a 2-6 record, and the 
knowledge that one of its high 
scorers from a year ago, junior 
guard Kerry Walker, was 
academically ineligible to play 
this semester. Before the 
Terriers opening tournament 
game with Harvard, Mitchell 
held a team meeting and 
apologized for the way the 
season had gone, admitting that 
he felt he had made some 
mistakes, that he had tried to 
get too fancy with a team that 
was born to play shootout-style. 
So against Tom _ Sanders’ 
Harvard team on Tuesday (BU 
won 92-90. Boyd had 24, Jones 
26, Burns 20) and again against 
BC, Mitchell took the reins off 
his team and let them do what 
they do best. Run and gun and 
fun. 


“We just decided we had 
talent,” Boyd, the team captain 
said after his two free throws 
had clinched the Harvard game. 


For Harvard, who many felt 
would be playing BC in the 
finals, it was just another in a 
series of grimly frustrating 
losses. This two-point loss 
followed close on the heels of a 
two-point loss to Penn last 
weekend in Philadelphia. 
Harvard has now lost seven of its 
games this season by a total of 
thirteen points. For this year, 
anyway, they are a mediocre 
team, but one being coached by 
a rare man. When it is time to 
talk about the citizens that do 
this town proud, you get to the 
name Tom Sanders very 
quickly. 


““We’ve played well in our last 
three or four games, but we 
haven’t played well when it 
counts,” Sanders said after his 
had defeated 
Northeastern, easily for a 
change (75-62), in the 
consolation game. “After the 
Penn game, I just told them that 
mistakes we’d made were the

enough to even have the 
opportunity to win the game.

Sanders was asked if this 
season has been as frustrating 
for him as people think it has. 

“No,” he said, “not as much 
as people think. I began to 
prepare for this job last year 
when I spent the season sitting 
on the bench for the Celtics. I'll 
be frank with you, it would have 
been awfully hard to get this 
body in shape for another year of 
that.

for the various programs 


-_mentioned is over 24,000, or 


close to the total number of 
American advisers during the 
late months of the Kennedy 
administration, when, according 
to the Nixon administration, the 
Vietnam war was really 
precipitated. 

Besides the maintenance of 
such a large force, the United 
States has also organized its 
command structure in Vietnam 
to better carry out Washington’s 
intentions. The Defense Attache 
Office (DOD), headed by 
General John Murray and 
attached to the command 
headquarters of General John 
Vogt in Thailand, now takes 
over MAC-V responsibilities for 
commanding the Saigon army 
and police forces. The office of 
the Special Assistant to the 
Ambassador for Field 
Operations (SAAFO) is now 
directing the pacification and 
the Phoenix programs. The U.S. 
Agency for International 
Development (USAID) still 
continues to train, equip and 
advise the Saigon police. And 
the four American consulates in 
Da Nang, Nhatrang, Bien Hoa 
and Can Tho are in effect the 
new American military 
command headquarters for the 
Saigon army in military regions 
numbers I, II, III, and IV 
respectively. 

All the American activities 
mentioned above represent 
serious violations of Articles 1, 4, 
5, 7, and 9 of the Paris 
agreements. 

But as if all these were simply 


not enough, it is reported in the 
January 6, 1974 issue of the New 
York Times that President 
Nixon, Secretary of State 
Kissinger, and Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesinger 
have approved plans asking 
Congress for increased arms aid 
to the Thieu regime. They want 
“to provide Saigon with modern 
sophisticated weapons in a total 
aid package of about $1 billion.” 
This is after Congress had 
already voted over $1 billion 
worth of military aid, with $813 
million through the military aid 
program and $200 million 
through the “Food for Peace’”’ 
program. Added to this are the 
statement by Secretary 
Schlesinger on November 30, 
1973, that the United States was 
prepared to resume bombing 
Vietnam because “the North 
Vietnamese are preparing for an 
offensive,” and the statement by 
Kissinger to a friendly foreign 
minister when the Vietnam 
settlement was mentioned. The 
conversation, as told by the 
foreign minister and related by 
the New York Times in its 
December 26, 1973 issue, went 


this way: 

“But Vietnam wasn’t much of 
a cease-fire.” 

“I know,” said Kissinger, 


“But it could have been. I 
wanted to bomb the daylights 
out of Hanoi, but Congress 
wouldn’t let me. That would 
have made it stick.” 

The implication here is that 
Hanoi is the principal, if not the 
sole violator of the peace 
agreements and that the use of 
force beyond the level of the 
‘“‘Christmas bombing’’ is 
required against North Vietnam 
in order to make the agreements 
“stick.”

1971 estimate that the Park 
Square part of the project would 
cost $266-million did not take 
into account the current rates of 
inflation and rises in 
construction costs.

Studs Terkel is Chicago’s own 
cultural revolution. He is 
comfortably aligned with the second 
city’s finest — Mike Royko, Chicago 
Daily News Columnist and 
exhronicler of Mayor Daley’s fumbles 
for power, and Nelson Algren, 
“surviving and thriving proletarian 
novelist,- among others. With his 
daily radio show, best selling books 
and ubiquitous tape recorder Studs 
perpetuates and multiplies the 
tradition of Chicago’s protest. 

Studs’ first book was Giants of 
Jazz and he hosted a jazz music radio 
program. During the Progressive 
Party campaign of 1948 he produced 
a memorable radio benefit that 
featured Woody Guthrie, Leadbelly 
and Paul Robeson. The fifties witch- 
hunt temporarily stilled his voice on 
the airwaves when he refused to sign 
a loyalty oath on principle. Studs has 
long since returned to the air on 
WFMT-FM and has uritten two 
books, Division Street, America, a 
revelation of the city’s inner feelings, 
and Hard Times, a kaleidoscopic 
American view of the Depression.' 
Arthur Miller has just completed a 
play based on Hard Times. A new 
book on the diverse experiences of 
work will be published in the spring. 


Terkel has semi-institutional 
status in Chicago. He is a key 
rallying point for the city’s poets and 
dissenters. He maintains the fragile 
thread with the populist past 
perhaps more than any other cultural 
figure. 

Constantly chomping on a cigar 
during the interview, Studs mashed 
the end down until it could no longer 
draw smoke. At irregular intervals he 
would attempt to light up. His 
success with the cigar was always 
a0 momentary but he never forfeited to 
the ashtray. His character is 
fortunately incorrigible.

Studs: It was a good program, wasn’t 
it? It wasn’t a bad program. He’s a 
good reader.

What is 
the real life of a trucker? They work a 
hundred hours a week, get the news 
at a truckstop secondhand.

What 
Bernstein and Woodward. did was 
great, what I.F. Stone did was 
fantastic through the years, Jack 
Anderson and his young assistants 
and the guys locally do some great 
things, but the press through the 
years has made that trucker an oaf. 
The press through the years has 
made him a pro-George Wallace guy. 
Now where is the press in exposing 
record of George Wallace, such an 
obvious, simple thing? No one has 
done it yet. It is all related. 

TBP: The image of the worker in the 
press and on television is mainly 
negative. The worker is presented as 
a boob or as a threat. 

Studs: It is pretty tiresome by now. 
You have Joe and you have Archie. 
You got these goddamn hotshots, the 
New York writers, getting something 
really fast. The worker — what a 
bastard, George Wallace, hates the 
hippies, hates the blacks. 

The fact is that the workingman 
has been had, something has been 
lost. I don’t deny that. An old guy, 
Joe Morrison, in Hard Times, speaks 
of guys who used to read now and 
then, discuss now and then. Through 
the years a zombie-ism has happened 
and not to them alone. Don’t leave 
out the middle-class, the suburbanite 
with the smile button, the rimless 
glasses and the attache case. And 
what of the underclass, what 
happens to them? If you’re told you 
are an animal, you become one to 
some degree. If you are told you are a 
killer, you become a killer, letting 
alone the conditions in which you 
live. 

Then you’ve got technology. 
You’ve got television which could be 
a fantastic medium for awareness 
and enlightenment. Now it’s a sell 
and when you sell you have to lie.

It shouldn’t have been 
surprising that close to four 
million people applied for 
tickets to one of the whistle- 
stops on Bob Dylan’s 
barnstorming comeback tour. 
He was, inarguably, the single 
most important cultural figure 
of the previous decade: the man 
living on the edge, experiencing 
everything, feeding back into 
the cultural maelstorm his 
singular revelations which 
sparked movements and created 
catchwords for the nation’s 
vocabulary. And he had been 
gone for over six years, putting 
in an occasional appearance (the 
Isle of Wight, the concert for the 
Bangladesh) when the moment

But all were marked 
by the desire to witness the 
reappearance of one of our few 
genuine cultural heroes. 

Why Dylan embarked on this 
tour in 1974 is a little less clear. 
It is said he (or the people who 
handle his money) have invested 
wisely, augmenting an already 
considerable bounty, so it’s 
unlikely he is doing it for the 
money. It is being whispered 
about that he plans to 
contribute his share of the 
tour’s earnings to Israel — such 
rumors spring most readily from

There were more ‘‘young” 
people present Monday night 
than one might have expected, 
but there are, at least in this 
town, a large group'who will go 
to any major concert at the 
Garden, from Three Dog Night 
to Alice Cooper to Dylan. He 
also created anticipation with 
his recent hit single — 
“Knocking On Heaven’s Door” 
— which accounted for at least 
some of the early teenage faces 
at the Boston Garden concerts. 

But the tone of the event was 
set by the people who had been 
waiting long years to see the 
man. Some had followed him 
from his earliest years, when he 
was a scruffy, protesting 
folksinger; and some had joined 
him when his great rock song, 
“Like A Rolling Stone,” hit the 
AM airwaves. Some sensed a 
reclamation of the counter- 
culture Dylan had a hand in 
shaping; s some were more casual 


performer, and has been itching 
to hit the stage again. The 
biographical information we 
have about him tends to confirm 
that he’s always had stage fever 
— as a rock ’n’ roll teenager in 
Hibbing (when he and his bands 
were booed off the stage at high 
school dances), as an aspiring 
folkie in Greenwich Village, and 
even as the secretive star whose 
surprise appearances (the 
Woody Guthrie Memorial 
concert, Bangladesh) created 
sensations. 

More importantly, though, 
performers crave attention, and 
Dylan has not been getting the 
kind of feedback he needs to 
sustain himself. The critics have 
said hard things about much of 
his recent work (Self-Portrait, 
his soundtrack for “Pat Garrett 
and Billy the Kid” and his 
acting in it); only his audience 
could prove he was still a 
musical force to be reckoned 


to a photograph, which once 
adorned the cover of Rolling 
Stone, of Dylan, in nouveau-hip 
garb, mugging for the camera 
with Dick Cavett and Sylvia 
Miles. It wasn’t just that he 
looked like an under-assistant 
east coast promotion man; it 
seemed to me that by hanging 
around with an “in” crowd he 
once satirized, he was 
attempting to proclaim his 
celebrity. He no longer seemed 
the self-sufficient loner, the man 
who makes things happen and 
causes people to come to him. 
After being deliberately out for 
80 many years, he seemed to 
finally want in. 


He certainly got in at the ; 


Garden. Though I had the strong 
sense of a man using a past with 
which he was not at ease to 
ingratiate himself with his 
audience, everyone else was 
enchanted with his 
performance. It was certainly a 


considerable musical force in 
their own right) onstage again 
(I’d seen them together in 1965 
when, as Bob Dylan and the 
Hawks, they played ear- 
shattering versions of as yet 
unfamiliar songs like “‘Leopard- 
skin Pill-Box Hat” and “I Want 
You”). Dylan looked determined

coat and a white shirt. Robbie 
Robertson, in what appeared to 
be a cashmere cardigan (talk 
about flash!) seemed almost 
delicate as he swayed gently 
while he played. Rick Danko, 
the bassist, peered out from 
under Beatlesque bangs; 
drummer Levon Helm looked 
straight and a little uptight; 
Garth Hudson, as always, 
seemed positively gargantuan 
behind his organ at the rear of 
the stage. The only longhair in 


everything, from “‘Lay Lady 
Lay’’ to ‘“‘Just Like Tom 
Thumb’s Blues” to “It Ain’t Me 
Babe” at a similar, fast tempo. 
When he slowed down for “The 
Ballad of a Thin Man,” with 
which he concluded his first set, 
his strange way of exaggerating 
phrases and words whose 
intentions were already rather 
clear had begun to grate 

Dylan’s exit allowed us to 
relax.

After Danko had given a loose, 
awkward version of “Wheels On 
Fire” (a Dylan song), Manuel 
again took the helm for another 
Dylan song, from the “Big Pink”’ 
album, “I Shall Be Released.” 
His husky, accurate falsetto, 
deeply emotional, was joined at 
the choruses by gorgeous, 
perfectly sung Band harmonies 
and was carried along by some of 
the most delicately handled rock 
music I’ve ever heard.

Dylan came back to finish the 
first half of the show with a 
charging ‘‘All Along The

and his recent hit single, 
“Knockin’ On Heaven’s Door.” 
The latter, though certainly not 
one of my favorite Dylan tunes, 
was delivered with emotional 
integrity (as were the two new 
songs performed during the 
second half of the show). Many 
of the older numbers suffered 
from a noticeable distance 
between the singer and his 
material, between the man and 
his past. 

His much-vaunted acoustic 
set, which began the show’s 
second half, was at times 
interesting and at times 
unlistenable.

‘Planet Waves’: Going, Going, Gone

In the ’70’s we have seen few 
genuine originals and no 
performers or groups to match 
the great commercial-creative 
successes of the previous decade. 
If critics were to insist on 
applying the rigorous standards 
the Beatles and Dylan 
established, there would be little 
besides pans and put-downs.The 
critic, then, can best apply those 
standards to the artist whose 
work gave rise to them in the 
first place. 


The Rolling Stones and the ex- 
Beatles have not, in recent 
years, lived up to their past, but 
they have not disappointed like 
Bob Dylan. New Morning had 
both the sublime (‘‘The 
Locusts,” Gypsy’’) and the 
ridiculous (“‘Winterlude”). Self- 
Portrait was merely ridiculous; 
some of its out-takes, recently 
released by Columbia as Dylan, 
were even worse. But we waited 
patiently for a new album of 
original material, believing, at 
best, that Dylan’s distaste for 
Columbia explained both Self- 
Portrait and the absence of 
anything new. 


Now we have Planet Waves, 


an album of new original 
material recorded for a new 
label, Elektra-Asylum, and 
backed by the Band. Even by 
normal standards, it’s a bore; 
judged against past Dylan 
albums, it confirms what Self- 
Portrait suggested — Bob 
Dylan’s genius haas fled him. 
It’s not simply a matter of the 
album’s (and its author’s) 
conservatism, his obsession for 
opposing his wife and family to 
political engagement. He has 
lost his ability to create 
memorable melodies and he 
gives us rock ’n roll cliches 
instead of poetry. And nothing 
great or unusual, no singular 
spirit, informs his music. 

The album’s first song, “On A 
Night Like This,” starts where 
New Morning left off — in the 
land of hackneyed, good-timey 
rock ’n roll; the vocal sounds like 
nothing so much as self-parody. 
‘“‘Going Going Gone,’’ an 
atmospheric evocation of a man 
about to break loose from his 
moorings, and “Tough Mama,” 
a tough, well-sung rocker, 
suggest that the album will not 
be so bad after all, but “Hazel” 
and “Something There Is About 
You” re-establish the trend, 


piling cliche upon cliche. 
“Forever Young,” which the 
New York Times’ John Rockwell 
calls the album’s ‘‘most 
immediately moving song. ... an 
idealistic, poetic affirmation of 
life,” is, in fact, trite and a little 
sad. Dylan advises his child to 
stay “forever young,” but it isn’t 
clear what that means. If he is 
saying one should maintain a 
youthful capacity for growth, he 
is preaching what he doesn’t 
practice. If he simply means it’s 
a drag to grow old, then 
“Forever Young”’ is bathetic. 
Side two of Planet Waves 
gives us “Forever Young” at a 
faster tempo, another decent 
but uninspired rocker, “You 
Angel You” and three dirge-like 
explorations of love. The best of 
these, a song appropriately 
entitled ‘‘Dirge,’’ starts by 
saying “I hate myself for loving 
you/And the weakness that it 
shows.”” We are unused to this 
kind of Openess in a Dylan song, 
and it’s certainly welcome. 
Another, “Wedding Song,” has 
curious lines like “I love you 
more than madness” and “I love 
you more than blood” and also 
contains Dylan’s kiss-off to his 
followers (similar to Lennon’s 


“the dream is over”) — “It’s 
never been my duty to remake 
the world at large/Nor is it my 
intention to sound the battle 
charge/Cause I love you more 
than all of that with a love that 
doesn’t bend/And if there is 
eternity I'll love you there 
again.” 

The confessions on Planet 
Waves may be interesting to 
professional and amateur 
Dylanologists, but they do not 
make a good album. They are 
not artfully presented lyrically, 
and the melodies they are 
attached to are surprisingly 
tiresome. Nashville Skyline may 
have been vacuous but it surely 
was singable. One might say 
that the best songs on the new 
album (“Going Going Gone,” 
“Tough Mama,” “Dirge’’) are 
equal to some of the lesser but 
decent efforts on New Morning 
(“Time Passes Slowly,” “The 
Man In Me”’), just as one might 
have compared the best songs on 
New Morning to lesser but 
decent songs on earlier Dylan 
albums. But it is not just that 
there are fewer great songs. The 
quality itself has changed. Bob 
Dylan is simply no longer oneof 
our most important songwriters.

‘“‘The Times They Are A 
Changin’” in the afternoon and 
“Blowing In The Wind” in the 
evening, following both times by 
“Don’t Think Twice,” handled 
so gingerly as to suggest that 
Dylan was either uncomfortable 
with or actively disliked the 
song. “Gates of Eden” and “‘It’s 
All Right Ma,” again affected by 
Dylan’s new vocal mannerisms, 
(including a sort of glottal 
grimace on certain words), were 
unnerving, but his rendition of 
“Just Like A Woman” was 


killing. Dropping a beat from - 


every third or fourth measure he 
destroyed its rhythm, making a 
delicate song disturbingly 
awkward; he sang it as if it were 
somebody else’s composition, 
insensitive to its nuances. 


After this I was in poor shape 
to appreciate the Band’s second 
set, but they did creditable 
versions of “Rag Mama Rag,” 
“The Shape I’m In” and “The 
Weight” (it seemed their energy 
had slackened a bit). Dylan 
came back to do two mediocre 
new songs, “Forever Young” and 
“Something There Is About 
You,” and closed, as the house 
lights were turned up, with 
“Like A Rolling Stone,”’ perhaps 
his greatest commercial-creative 
success (rivalled only by 
“Blowing In The Wind’’). The 
encore, after much clapping 
and lighted matches, was “‘Most 
Likely You Go Your Way and I’ll 
Go Mine.” Presumably this was 
intended to remind his listeners 
they were not to “follow leaders 
or watch parking meters.” 

The concert seemed to me a 
cashing in of chips. Neither 
Dylan or the Band are producing 
anything of greatness anymore.

Their absence from the touring 
circuit gave them more nostalgia 
points than anybody save the 
Beatles, and when they finally 
performed, they used everything 
they had — their oldest and best- 
loved songs. The concert was, 
indeed, a strong one, but it 
seemed to me a one-of-a-kind 
affair. If they don’t come up 
with material: equal to their 
earlier work (and Dylan’s new 
album, ‘‘Planet Waves,”’ 
indicates that he is no longer a 
songwriter to be reckoned with) 
they will not be able to pull off a 
tour like this again. They will 
have had their day. But the very 
fact that the concerts at the 
Garden and its counterparts 
across the country will probably 
never happen again, makes 
them part of a truly historical 
event. Strange as it may sound, 
Dylan, with this tour, has finally 
allowed us to begin to forget 
about him.

Good Works Department. We 
begin with a few stiff, guilt- 
producing questions for regular 
readers of this department. 
What local radio station has the 
pluck to program a performance 
of Karlheinz Stockhausen’s 
“Stimmung” in the middle of 
the afternoon, or indeed, at any 
time? Or has devoted an entire 
program to a discographical 
retrospective on the career of 
Albert Coates, (1882-1953) a 
Russian-English conductor of 
undeservedly meagre renown? 
And plays such oddments as the 
orchestral Portraits of Virgil 
Thomson? Where do you get 
such generous helpings of jazz, 
live jazz, even? And who won an 
Armstrong Award for a program 
called “Kids’ Talk,” which was 
recently written up in 
Newsweek? 


Enough of this interrogation. 
The answer, of course, is 
WBUR, at 90.9 mHz, This 
reviewer relies heavily on 
WBUR for keeping abreast of 
interesting new records, no- 
longer-available old ones and 
much, much else. The point of 
this is that WBUR is a high- 
class shoestring operation with a 
budget one-third that of WGBH- 
FM, mind you, and that they’re 
now passing the hat. WBUR gets 
along with the help of its friends, 
who are 1) Boston University; 2) 


the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting; and 3) its 
hypercritical, stingy listeners. 
Most universities aren’t as rich 
as they used to be (professors 
getting the axe and so forth), 
and money from the Feds is a 
sometime thing. So that leaves 
you and me. Be your own Prince 
Esterhazy and feel what it’s like 
to be a patron of the good stuff. 
The standard sponsorship is $20; 
for students and retired people, 
$12. The address is 630 
Commonwealth Avenue, Boston 
02215, and the telephone is 353- 
2790. The next time you 
feloniously tape something from 
a WBUR broadcast, readers, 
look into your hearts and think 
the words “culture,” “‘fun,”’ 
“serendipity,” and “money.” 
All right, Ear Trumpet has 
spoken, and there will be no 
further haranguing in this 
column. 


I have had occasion lately to 
wonder if compilers of musical 
reference books, if they are not a 
wee bit loopy to begin with, tend 
to glide off into the land of 
rampant whimsey. There is, I 
think, an impulse to 
communicate something other 
than mere fact in the following 
extracts from ‘‘A New 
Dictionary of Music’”’ by Arthur 
Jacobs (Penguin paperback): 


“‘morendo (IT.), dying 
direction aimed not at the 
performer but at the music, 
which is to lose force and (if 
necessary) speed.”’ And: 

‘*Mossolov, Alexander 
Vassilievich (b. 1900), Russian 
composer (also pianist), pupil of 
Gliere. Won wide notice with 
orchestral piece ‘Iron Foundry’ 
(also known, unmetallurgically, 
as ‘Steel Foundry’), 1928, 
incorporating a metal sheet, 
shaken. Expelled from Union of 
Soviet Composers for 
drunkenness, 1936; rehab- 
ilitated, and composed a harp 
concerto, 1939.” 

What must the contributors to 
the next edition of Grove’s be 
going through? And, by the way, 
can someone tell me which 
twentieth-century European 
composer of the avant-garde 
stripe was attacked and killed 
by a lion? 


The Boston Symphony 
Orchestra’s programming lately 
has been blessedly free of that 
jadedness and excessive caution 
that can make institutionalized 
concert-going anytime, any 
place, about as uplifting as the 
forcible ingestion of a pound of 
Hostess Twinkies. Indeed, on 
the 11th, Music Director 
Emeritus William Steinberg was 
able to achieve the effect, not 


just the illusion, of novelty, with 
something so seemingly 
retrograde and 1930-ish as an all- 
Wagner concert. 

How? To begin with, Mr. 
Steinberg conducted the music 
Wagner wrote, not the standard 
somebody-or-other’s car- 
pentered versions for concert 
use that you will hear from Gene 
Ormandy and his fabulous 
Philadelphians, for instance. It 
was thus a -revelation and a 
delight to hear the structurally 
self-contained ‘‘Tristan’’ 
Prelude with Wagner’s concert 
ending, which is endearingly 
spare and affecting. The 
‘“Tannhaeuser” Act III Prelude, 
in its original version, was news 
to me. An ample and well- 
upholstered piece, it seemed just 
the sort of thing that encourages 
this orchestra to send forth its 
plushiest sonorities. The 
“Faust” Overture hadn’t been 
heard here for 20 years, the 
“Kaisermarsch” for 60 years. 
The former, an early, Weber-ish, 
“un-Wagnerian” affair, was 
pleasant; the latter was a rather 
unsettling bit of imperialist rum- 
tum, loud, manipulative 
(quoting ‘‘Ein feste Burg’’), and 
almost convincing. It may be of 
some nostalgic interest to recall 


‘that Karl Muck, the BSO 


conductor who last programmed 
the ‘‘Kaisermarsch,’’ was 


imprisoned as an enemy alien in 
1918-1919, first at the East 
Cambridge Jail, later at Fort 
Oglethorpe, Georgia, where he 
was Prisoner No. 1337. He was 
thereafter deported. There are 
probably BSO subscribers who 
can recall that unpleasantness. 
Wagner, genius, anti-Semite, 
and all-round bastard that he 
was, cannot not call up extra- 
musical associations, which may 
be why the ancient program 
notes by the late John N. Burk 
and the late Philip Hale were of 
such interest. All was discretion. 
As for this concert, it was 
gratifying to see the humane and 


- venerable Mr. Steinberg in his 


element, conducting so 
knowingly; also to hear the 
respectful and vigorous playing 
that the BSO gave him. 

It is Michael Tilson Thomas’s 
turn again with this orchestra, 
and, need we say, that means 
surprises. Henryk Szeryng will 
be the violinist in the lovely 
Chausson “Poeme,” which this 
orchestra has not done, 
surprisingly, since the Boston 
debut (mid-50’s) of David 
Oistrakh or “King David,” as 
Mr. Szeryng calls him). There 
will be relatively unfamiliar 
Piston, Paganini, and 
Tchaikovsky. The following 
week some very unfamiliar 
Steve Reich, Morton Feldman, 
Oliver Knussen, and Pierre 
Boulez. That’s to be on the 25th 
and 26th. Mr. Thomas’s 
concerts never, never engender 
indifference.

Rick Roberts: SHE IS A SONG 
(A&M SP4404) 


The present L.A. country rock 
scene stems from two sources: 
the Byrds, countrified from the 
Sweetheart of the Rodeo album, 
and Buffalo Springfield, who 
carried country with them in the 
person of Richie Furay. The two 
resulting musical streams carry 
with them the characteristics of 
their parent bands. Byrds-deri 
ved bands at their best retain the 
unified sound and close control 
of harmonics, while groups like 
Poco retain the broader humor 
and jauntiness of the Buffaloes. 


Roberts is a Byrdman by 
virtue of his appearance on the 
third Flying Burrito Brothers 
album, where he wrote and 
recorded ‘his masterpiece, 
“Colorado.” On this album his 
writing is pretty good country 
most of the time, and his sea 
songs deserve special mention. 
“Lights” and “The Captain” 
not only sport some terrific 
nostalgic choruses, but together 
with Full Sail may mark the 
vanguard of a whole new genre, 
now that country has really 
reached the coast. Roberts’ best 
tune, however (and Chris 
Hillman’s best production job, 
calling on top talents from all 
over both streams), is based on a 
traditional country motif, the 
wanderer. “Westwind” is the 
best Byrds song since the Byrds, 
both for its integrated sound and 
for the octave ARP synthesizer, 
which in one fell swoop 
combines Roger McGuinn’s 
electronic fetish and his twelve 
string guitar. Great lyrics too: 
“You make your peace and you 
settle in - and then you’re gone 
like a breeze on the first west 
wind.” 

One drawback to the current 
closed shop is that bands who 
have never been attached to 
either of the two forefathers 
have an immensely difficult 
time being heard. An example of 
such an overlooked band is 
Mason Proffit, led by the Talbot 
brothers, who have now left L.A. 
for Colorado. Their album Come 
and Gone is a two album set of 
old tunes of theirs including 
some of the most mouth 
watering, tear jerking, heartfelt 
love songs and love lost songs on 


vinyl; check out “‘Good Friend of 
Mary’s” in particular.

Dave Van Ronk: SONGS FOR 
AGEING CHILDREN (Cadet 
CA50044) 


One of the surprising 
performances of last year was 
Dave Van Ronk’s gig at Passim. 
Who would have figured that a 
cynical old Trotskyite folky 
could play and sing with such 
warmth? He even had new 
material, and didn’t play 
“Cocaine Blues” once, either 
straight or satyrical. This new 
record has both the warmth and 
the new material. 

The album opens with a 
roaring version of “Duncan & 


“Brady,” and then offers contrast 


with a wistful “Green Rocky 
Road.” Van Ronk is, amazingly, 
our best interpreter of both Joni 
Mitchell and Brecht-Weil. The 
former is represented by 
“River,” done plaintively in his 
rough voice. The latter duo get 
their inning with ‘““As You Make 
Your Bed,’’ a brutal, 
threatening statement of dog- 
eat-dog reality. 


Van Ronk writes in both 
veins, and has even attempted 
to explain the duality in “Song 
for Joni,” in which he contrasts 
his own “world of rats” with her 
imagination of ‘‘cinnamon 
castles.” Apparently, he feels 
that he is trapped by nature in 
the world of rats, but respects 
her flights of fancy as a 
potentially liberating force. The 
song is written with a Brechtian 
lyric, and in Joni’s musical 
idiom. 

Van Ronk’s other genius is for 
satire. It is delicious on “Teddy 
Bear’s Picnic,” merely tasty on 
Randy Newman’s “Sail Away” 
and entirely out of state on “My 
Little Grass Shack (in 
Kealakekua, Hawaii).” 


‘The supporting musicians are 
excellent and uncredited. 
Somebody (Mitch Greenhill?) 
plays great rinky-tink piano, 
and somebody else plays fine 
electric lead guitar. Van Ronk 
does everything well. This 
record could bring back folk 
music, but I doubt that it will.

Tea Years Are Gone-dobn Mayall

JOHN MAYALL: Ten Years Are 
Gone 
Polydor PD 2-3005 

“Ten years are gone,’ 
laments Mayall, ‘good times 
disappear, memories. .. .” A 
combination of melodramatic 
complaint and genuine 
mellowing, this new album 
finalizes Mayall’s passage from 
rock star to something we still 
have no name for — not jazz 
musician, certainly, but a 
stature in the rock world without 
precedent. He is a landmark 
musician who seems at last to 
have reached a solid, flashless 
plateau. 

The current band (a variant 
of the jazz blues fusion group he 
introduced a few years ago) 


worth of casually arranged blues’ 


originals (two sides in concert), 


_ varying in mood with lots of 


soloing for everybody. This is 
the blues all right: a bunch of 
guys who’ve seen their day — 
Mayall, former jazz great, 
trumpeter Blue Mitchell, 
Memphis session guitarist 
Freddie Robinson, and 
tenorman Red Holloway — 
huddling together to fend off the 
chill of age and the fickle 
demands of pop taste. But in an 
equally real way, the music is 
timeless and admirable, 
combining a wealth of solo styles 
within the flexible structure of 
the blues. 

The studio record is far 
superior to the live one — who 
doesn’t prefer a snappy, driving. 
sound to a series of messy jams? 
Drummer Keef Hartley and 
bassist Victor Gasken (who 
plays acoustic stand-up in 
concert) turn in the best 
performances, churning or 
swinging flawlessly under spotty 
soloing. 

Mayall restrains himself 
more than usual throughout, 
though there’s (typically) too 
much harmonica and too little of 
his underrated keyboard. The 
longest concert jams — “Free 


Form” (the title’s a sure warning 
there’s bullshit coming up) and 
“Dark of the Night” (which 
follows “Burning Sun” in an 
absurd attempt at dramatic 
juxtaposition) — are boring and 
embarrassing by turns, though 
when a strong groove surfaces 
amid broken tempos the relief 
is startling. 


The studio sides, though, 
limit solo time, thus forcing all 
the musicians to compress their 
ideas, making for cleaner, more 
incisive playing. Sugarcane 
Harris’s country blues fiddle 
spices things nicely here as does 
Red’s horn, particularly his 
dazzling sweet alto on “I Still 
Care,” a Sam Cooke-style ballad 
by Mayall, the one non-blues 
tune on the album. 


You also get the feeling that 


these guys are all in it together, 
a feeling missing on the Fusion 
album, where Mayall had not 
yet learned to respect his new 
sidemen, surely as strong a 
bunch as he’s ever fronted. 


Clarence Carter SIXTY 
MINUTES WITH... (Fame 186) 
Jackie Moore SWEET CHARLIE 
BABE (Atlantic 7285 ) 


The last three or four years 
have seen hard times fall upon 
the down home soul singers who 
dominated R&B music in the 
mid and late 60’s. Otis is dead, 
Sam and Dave haven’t recorded 
anything in over two and a half 
years, and I bet you can’t name 
one record that Arthur Conley, 
Eddie Floyd, Percy Sledge or 
Carla Thomas (just to name a 
few of the aggressive, “‘say yeah” 
soul shouters of the not too 
distant past) have recorded 
since 1970. They have recorded 
too, it’s just that their records 
are no longer automatic hits and 
more often than not they have 
failed to rise above a certain 
level of competent mediocrity as 
they struggle to adapt 
themselves to the shifting tastes 
of their audience. 


Clarence Carter surfaced in a 
big way in 1968 with the 
fantastic “Slip Away” and its 
equally supple follow up, “Too 
Weak to Fight’’. Since then he’s 
managed to stay on the soul 
charts with a surprising 
consistency, and with the help of 
his producer Rick Hall he’s also 
helped to give the somewhat 
limited Muscle Shoals Sound a 
healthy shot in the arm. 


SIXTY MINUTES WITH 
CLARENCE CARTER draws 
upon all the familiar CC 
technioues: his deep, “I know 
sometning you don’t know” 
chuckle, the rippling guitar 
chords that carried “Slip Away” 
and his unique almost C&W 
folksy approach to ballad lyrics 


and singing. 


Clarence is shamelessly 
Southern in his approach to his 
music (he’s tried to get slick in 
the past and failed miserably) 
and this, along with a 
continually high level of 
creativity, has helped him to 
maintain a substantial following 
among soul listeners at a time 
when “homey” records are met 
with less than enthusiastic 
response by record buyers. 


Jackie Moore is another down 
home singer who became 
popular at the tail end of the 
soul years with ‘‘Precious, 
Precious”’ in 1970 and has 
managed to maintain that 
popularity by switching 
producers at the right time. 
SWEET CHARLIE BABE is a 
collection of sessions done over a 
three year period and contains 
two contrasting soul production 
styles. Half of the album was 
produced by Dave Crawford and 
Brad Shapiro (they produced 
her up until this year), done 
mostly with the Dixie Flyers in 
Miami. But by the end of 1972 
their sound just wasn’t 
commercial enough (though the 
quality is certainly high) so 
Atlantic took Jackie to the 
Sigma Studios of Philadelphia 
where everybody who can’t get a 
hit seems to be going. Gamble- 
Huff-T. Bell apprentices, the 
Young Professionals, have 
meshed the Sound of Philly with 
Jackie Moore’s husky voice to 
come up with two classy, 
commercial records. 


I didn’t like the single “Sweet 
Charlie Babe’ when it first 
came out, and I thought the 
followup “Both Ends” to be 
superior in all departments. But 
hearing them together, it’s 
obvious that the title track gives 
Jackie a much freer vehicle to 
sing around and has a much 


punchier arrangement. As a 


single and an album, SWEET 
CHARLIE BABE is one of the 
underrated records of ’73 and 
unfortunately one that’s liable 
to get passed by.

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Film Reviews 


RHINOCEROS. Produced by Ely 
Landau. Directed by Tom 
O’Horgan. Based on the play by 
Eugene Ionesco. With Zero 
Mostel, Gene Wilder, Karen 
Black, and Joe Silver. 

American Film Theater: At 
Selected Theatres. 


Zero Mostel knocks me down, 
lays me out, and cracks me up. 
His faces is a stew of lust, 
avarice, bravado, and fear. One 
moment, he’s an overberaring 
bully; the next, a sniveling 
coward. Each emotion consumes 
him and then vanishes 
magically, only to be replaced 
by another and more extreme 
humor. When Zero says, “I feel 
light,’”’ some ethereal vapor 
seems to lift him off the ground 
like the dancing hippos in 
Fantasia. Wait, not hippos, no 
rhinoceroses. 

Tom O’Horgan’s adaptation 
of Eugene Ionesco’s Rhinoceros 
affirms, despite all the evidence 
to the contrary, that the concept 
of the American Film Theater is 
workable. Rhinoceros is a fast 
paced, inventively realized film. 
It’s not stagey; it’s not static; it 
doesn’t lean on Ionesco’s play, it 
uses it as a launching pad. 

Ionesco’s play is transported 
from Paris to New York, a city 
uniquely suited to apocalyptic 
visions. Our hero, beautifully 
played by Gene Wilder, 
struggles to preserve his 
humanity while all about him 
are losing theirs. He flushes, 
sputters, and washes down 
quarts of booze, guarding his 
individuality, pitiful thing that 
it is, against the bestialization of 
the world. 

Wilder and Mostel, as we saw 
in The Producers, are a great 
team. Their dimensions recall 


Laurel and Hardy, but their 
performances are unique. 
Mostel’s transformation from 
man to rhino, accomplished 
without special effects or make- 
up, is hilarious, frightening, and 
shows Wilder and Mostel 
performing transcendently. 
Wilder mouths humanistic 
cliches about man’s moral 
imperative. He struggles for 
Mostel’s bezerk soul. He asks 
Mostel what’s superior to the 
laws of god and man and 
Mostel’s face congeals into a 
sneer as he trumpets “Nature,” 
in insanely bestial triumph. 
Mostel’s roar illustrates the 
fragile nature of humanism and 
also its absolute necessity. This 
is a moment when actor, 
playwright, and director have 
fused to render a profound and 
moving truth. 

Wilder and Mostel can 
portray true feeling for each 
other better than any comedy 
team I’ve ever seen. But all the 
relationships in Rhinoceros 
appear deeply felt. This sense of 
the human community in action 
moves Rhinoceros into the realm 
of tragedy. O’Horgan has wisely 
removed Ionesco’s satires on 
language and logic from the 
play’s center, focusing upon the 
heart. 

I never really cared too much 
for Ionesco’s play. It seemed too 
abstract, too cold. Tom 
O’Horgan’s film has changed all 
that. and I thank him for it.

Hendrix, Directed by Joe Boyd, 
John Head, Gary Weis, 
Produced by Joe Boyd.

‘*Hendrix,’’ as an ad 
proclaims, is indeed ‘‘as

entertaining and interesting a 
motion picture as can possibly 
be made;” given the material at 
hand. Hendrix was a brilliant 
musician. This careful 
documentary necessarily focuses 
on his music, but in so doing, it 
vitiates the strengths of the 
sounds it presents and lulls the 
audience into a stupor with a 
series of considerate, boring 
interviews, whose main appeal 
lies in the celebrities 
interviewed. Respectful 
Clapton, Jagger, Lou Reed and 
others allow as to how Jimi was 
a genius, right, and Peter 
Townshend refused to follow his 
act for fear of being upstaged, 
but the substance of the 


interviews contains nothing true 
Hendrix lovers didn’t know, and 
nothing of interest to the casual 
observer. 


The directors provide a nice 
balance between interview and 
concert footage, giving the 
music a kick as it storms on 
screen in contrast to the sedate 
interviews. Unfortunately, the 
music chosen relies to heavily on 
Hendrix’s oft-repeated blues 
and famous stage histrionics. 
There must be at least a half 
hour of Hendrix picking his 
guitar with his teeth; Hendrix 
fucking the amplifiers, etc. 
There is hardly any time 
devoted to his own memorable 


compositions. One segment 
combines black and white 
footage of the original 
Experience playing ‘Purple 
Haze” in a London club in 1967, 
switching to a much louder, 
color segment of “Purple Haze”’ 
in Berkeley three years later; 
but aside from this, and some 
flacid blues, the repertoire of 
original Hendrix is sorely 
lacking in the film. Not a 
mention of Electric Ladyland 
(the record), and the live footage 
contains bare seconds of 
Hendrix playing fast rave-up. 
Also, the music is too quiet. The 
soundtrack barely whispers — 
and this during the presentation 
of “Wild Thing!”

Is The Tall Blond Man With 
One Black Shoe a comment on 
our times? Well, perhaps it’s 
more a footnote than a full 
blown comment, but why 
quibble. The Tall Blond Man 
With One Black Shoe is even 
.funnier than Howard Hunt in a 
red wig. 

The story concerns Louis 
Toulouse’s attempt to purge his 
espionage operation of Milan, a 
fat Peeping Tom building up his 
own regime of finks within the 
organization. Toulouse sics 


Milan on a non-entity, chosen at 
random at Orly airport. From 
that moment on, our 


.seridipitous hero becomes a 


magnifying lens focused on our 
own lives. Imagine, for a creepy 
moment, that the Plumbers 
were bugging you. How would 
your routine appear to the 
electronic eyes and ears of secret 
agents reading sinister 
significance. into your every 
action? To wit, ‘“What’s he 
flushing down that toilet?” This 
is the conceit of The Tall Blond 
etc. And it works. 


It works because Yves 
Robert’s adroit direction makes 
it work. The scene at Orly, 
where our tall blond nebbish is 
fingered by fate, is masterfully 
cut to suggest both the 
randomness of the choice and its 
comic inevitability. Another 
scene, at a concert, is a comic 
masterpiece that defies my 
powers of description. You gotta 
see it. 

If the film has any weakness, 
it is when it essays slapstick. I 
believe, parochially perhaps, 
that slapstick is best left to 
Americans. The Tall Blond Man 
With One Black Shoe (I shudder 
to think how that title’s going to 
be mangled), would have made 
a great Woody Allen comedy. 
Without Woody, it’s still damn 
good. And a good comedy is hard 


to find.

other guy’s deodorant and 
detergent but you have to lie out 
of necessity about life itself. 
What does it do when on the 
news show you watch the mother 
carry the dead child and boom 
along comes the beautiful 
matron or the ersatz blue collar 
guy immediately after trying to 
sell. So you watch both and both 
are part of life, so life and death 
become insignificant. How can 
you talk about the workingman 
without talking about the 
society in which we live. 

TBP: Are we seeing the 
beginnings of a labor 
renaissance? 

Studs: We may. Thanks to 
Watergate, which is sure some 
goddamn random way to 
salvation, that some guys goofed 
up. If they didn’t goof up we 
would be very close to a military 
state. What’s been learned from 


Watergate is the big question. | 
Just that Nixon is a shit? That is - 


not the answer. Nixon 
represented so much of the 
American psyche — cut corners, 
make it, do good by God, turn 
the half times of football games 
over to POWs. You watch the 
guys singing the Star Spangled 
Banner, nobody’s singing, it’s a 
stupid ritual, the ball players 


are chewing their gum. If we 


learn that Nixon is no good and 
we turn to George Wallace, or 
Nelson Rockefeller, God help us, 
or Scoop Jackson... We have to 
have a third party, it’s coming to 
that. When will we learn? 
Someone will be saying, ““You’ve 
got to vote for Jackson against 
Rockefeller.” How long can this 
continue, how long can we 
deceive ourselves? There is one 
party. The same money pays for 
both parties. It has been that 
way since the Cold War began. 
There has to be a second party, 
which we call our third party. 

TBP: I find that people who got 
their political sense during the 
movements of the Roosevelt era 
find it difficult to talk about the 
Cold War era. 

Studs: You know why they do? 
It is because they were scared by 
Joe McCarthy and young 
Congressman Nixon and that 
inhibition is still there. The fact 
is that Henry Wallace and the 
Progressive Party in 1948 polled 
a lousy one million votes, all 
that effort. And in that same 
election there was a fourth party 
with Strom Thurmond that 
polled one million votes without 
lifting a finger. But the 
Progressive Party platform ... 
1948 is a revealing moment. 
Sure Henry Wallace might have 
been what Pegler called him,

bubblehead”’, or he might have

been the world’s greatest 
agronimist. But, here is the 
thing I want to stress, Harry 
Truman beat Dewey in an upset 
because he took Wallace’s 
platform. This is the thing that 
is forgotten — Wallace’s 
platform wasone of populism. 
The fact that Wallace was 
running made Truman take a 
stronger stand against 
entrenched big-boys. 


Now we come to Harry 
Truman. If ever there was a 
great fiction it is about the little 
guy who grew into the 
presidency. The Cold War began 
with him, Hiroshima was his, 
the Attorney General’s list 
began with him, the anti- 
commie thing began with him 


good and big. He kicked out 
Ickes (a liberal adviser to FDR), 
he booted out Henry Wallace, he 
booted out Tugwell (a FDR 
braintruster). All the meanness, 
all the littleness began with the 
little hack from Independence, 
Missouri. 


TBP: Shifting gears a bit, 


what did you make of Jeb 
Magruder? (Studs’ interview 
with Magruder appeared in a 
recent issue of Harper’s.) 


Studs: Magruder is Magruder. 
He is a young, good natured 
businessman on the make. Why 
is Magruder different? He 
happens to be a young guy who 
taught to act that way, to turn a 
sharp corner here and there. It is 
like he said about Liddy, “I 
wasn’t worried about that. I was 
concerned about big things — 
mail orders, phone calls, 
handling and collecting money. 


What’s a little intelligence?”’ He 
uses the word “‘slippage’’. He is 
someone who doesn’t take things 
too seriously, like when he 
describes the church services. 
William Sloan Coffin. takes 
them seriously but Magruder 
feels that it is public relations to 
get people to come into the 
White House on Sunday. Why is 


-Magruder different from any 


young man you might find in the 
elevator who is on the make? He 
is not. He just got a little higher 
and lacked some expertise. A 
little more expertise and we 
would have a garrison state by 
now. We wouldn’t even know it. 


TBP: Friendly fascism. 


Studs: Bit by bit people have 
accepted their own diminution. 
And then along comes 
Watergate. It could be very 
exciting. To me the last 
communiques are not in yet. 


Do we have to rely on the 
Democrats, though? The 
Democrats have Robert Strauss 
as a national chairman. Robert 
Strauss! Ted Kennedy could 
have objected to that if he had 
wanted to. Who is Ted Kennedy 
when you get right down to it? 
When the nut declares a nuclear 
alert because of a Russian note 
on the Middle East... What was 
the Russian note? Fulbright said 
it was a note that said that 
something had to be done, why 
don’t we do it together. Then 
came the alert. What did. Ted 
Kennedy say? He was behind 
him, he was for it. I say about 
Ted Kennedy: you can take the 
boy out of the Cold War but you 
can’t take the Cold War out of ' 
the boy. It was like his brother 
again, the Cuban missile crisis, 
the old fire-horse smelling it 
again, by God. We have to face 
up to this. What kind of crap do

Are we ashamed of the word 
“capitalist”? Do you know how 
the word dropped out of our 
vocabulary? Along comes the 
Depression, bang, right on a 
banana peel. One of Herbert 
Hoover’s advisers called on 
Edward Bernays, the dean of 
public relations men and a 
nephew of Sigmund Freud. 
Bernays thought of a new 
phrase, “free enterprise’.

_ good old days? The Depression 


was horrible, it was the bad old 
days. Then you have someone 
like Dorothy Day of the Catholic 
Workers Movement who said 
that maybe we should have a 
Depression instead of the 
Vietnam War. She was speaking 
from a humanistic point of view. 


But the good old days — people 
were humiliated, they kissed 
ass, only a few rebelled, it wasn’t 
the great many. 

TBP: How about nostalgia for a 


high level of technology, which. 


the average person will soon be 
deprived of? There might be a 
nostalgia for gadgets. 

Studs: Nostalgia is a looking 
back on one’s own personal 
experience. Buckminster Fuller 
says that his granddaughter 
knows the sound of a jet but not 
the sound of a nightingale. How 
could she understand Keats’ 
“Ode to a Nightingale”? Fuller 
doesn’t condemn this. And I’m 
not a Luddite. Machines are 
here but machines should be 
used for man, not the other way 
around. What is the longing for? 
Were things that good back 
then? 

TBP: Do people cultivate 
nostalgia because there seems to 
be a dead-end now? 

Studs: People don’t know where 
to or what next so they long for a 


simple solution. We need a 
recreation of our history that has 
been distorted, not nostalgia. 

It all comes back to the press 
and television. Will they follow 
up? They’re not. 

TBP: Nader... 

Studs: Yeah, Nader. Nader for 
president. Why not? A Ralph 
Nader-Julian Bond ticket. Hey, 
let’s start that as of this 
moment. Third party and the 
Nader-Bond ticket. There 
should be one condition for a 
Nader-Bond ticket, that they 
get as much press coverage as 
the Democrats and Republicans, 
as Rockefeller and Jackson. And 
a debate, of course. 

There is no such thing as 
objectivity in journalism. Every 
journalist is an advocate 
journalist. We love fantasy, 
we're fantasists. We hate truth, 
w’ve been taught to hate truth. 

A Nader-Bond ticket, that is 
on my mind right now. Have a 
program about labor, about 
wages and hours and conditions 


and work environment. The 
point is not a Nader-Bond 
ticket. How does it happen? We 
need an organization on every 
block like CAP. There is an old 
Chinese poem: It’s from the 
block to the neighborhood to the 
city to the country to the world. 
It’s from initial experience 
spreading out and connecting. 
It’s not just a Nader-Bond 
ticket.- The climate would be 
altered. Don’t think of it in a 
vacuum, in terms of this guy and 
that guy. Those two names 
attract attention and they are 
good men but basically it is from 
the street and shop up rather 
than from the top down. Then 
we wouldn’t worry about a clown 
like a Ted Kennedy or a Chuck 
Percy or whatever name they 
name. 

(Looks at clock) Hey, I got to 
scram now. 
TBP: Should I plug Nader- 
Bond? 
Studs: Absolutely. Get that in.

In the wake of nostalgia for 
Life magazine, Philippe 
Halsman has issued a volume of 
his greatest hits, 200 portraits of 
celebrities, artists and 
statesmen. Even if Halsman’s 
name is not familiar, his 
pictures are, for they have 
appeared during the last 30 
years on over 100 Life covers, 
book jackets, official portraits 
and commemorative stamps. 
His Sight and Insight promises 
the “revelation of evanescent 
truth,” the unveiling of a “real 
undistorted personality and 
character” lurking beneath the 
public mask. Curious star- 
gazers, we are easily enticed by 
the fascinating prospect of 
seeing the rich and famous with 
their psychological pants down. 
But we will be disappointed. 
Halsman rarely penetrates his 
subject’s surface to differentiate 
between persona and person, 
perpetuating instead a well 
known public image. Faces 
remain masks; insight is 
reduced to eyesight. 

Halsman’s icon-making was 
especially appropriate for Life 
magazine where he had to shape 
his subject to fit a preconceived 
popular identity. The 
accompanying text reveals his 
manipulative methods which — 
perhaps inadvertently — robbed 
the achieved expression of its 
authenticity. He tells how 
flattering persuasion 
transformed the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor from a stern 
aging couple (whose marital 
bliss seemed in doubt) into the 
embodiment of their famous 
storybook romance. He naively 
wonders ‘‘How often the 
presence of the camera falsifies 


the true behavior of men.” But 
his obligation to fulfill the 
assignment dispelled any 
misgivings he may have had, 
and with it his claim of being a 
psychological portraitist. 
Ironically, his humorous 
anecdotes are more 
psychologically incisive than the 
glossy photographs themselves. 
What insight exists, after all, in 
an image of Einstein as the deep- 
thinking humanist saddened by 
his thoughts? To know, however, 
that he refused to wear socks 
under any circumstances evokes 
his independence of thought 
better than his cliche basset 
hound expression. The portrait 
of Joan Baez shedding a 
compassionate tear only seems 
to confirm her holier than 
thouism, but far more revealing 
is her dissatisfaction with that 
image. What she really wanted 
was a glamorous public profile! 
Inviting the artist’s 
participation in his own 
representation proves more 
honest and intriguing than those 
formal portraits which entertain 
the illusion that the subject is 
not collaborating. Jean Cocteau, 
for example, became a 
protagonist in his own 
dreamscape: floating in space, 
almost touching the 
outstretched hand of a nude 
male walking on the ceiling. 
Amidst such improbability lies 
the truth that Cocteau was an 
opium addicted homosexual. 
Even more ingeniously, 
Halsman has explored for three 
decades the bizarre equivalence 
between Salvador Dali and his 
works of ‘‘concrete 
irrationality.”’ Most of the 
constructions of Dali in this 
volume are taken from Dali’s 
Mustache (1954), a witty, 
inspired collection of questions 
whose answers are satirized by 
incredible pictures of his then

famous mustache. Dali’s answer 
to the question ‘‘What is 
surrealism?”’ is, naturally, 
‘“‘Surrealism is myself,’’ 
represented by a copy of the 
famous “The Persistence of 
Memory’’ with Dali’s face 
superimposed on the soft dial- 
less clock. Dali also appears in 
other incarnations: as the Mona 
Lisa, as Picasso, as a benign one- 
eyed monster, as a disjointed 
mobile. The most striking 
photograph of all. and perhaps 
Halsman’s masterpiece, is ‘Dali 


Atomicus” (a take-off on “Leda 
Atomica”) in which Dali, two 
paintings, a chair, and three 
cats seized in a torrent of water 
are all suspended in an almost 
two-dimensional space. This 
explosion of frenetic creativity 
wreaks havoc on space, time, 
texture and causality. Couched 
as humor, these surrealistic mise- 
en-scenes profess no insight, yet 
perfectly capture Dali’s 
obsession with systematizing 
confusion and discrediting 
reality. 


“Such impossible images as 


those in the Dali series 
demonstrate how adept 
Halsman is at problem solving 
and darkroom manipulation. 
His clever “tricks” often make 
amusing comments on well 
known personalities: a smiling 
David Merrick holds a mask of 
his face frowning; with the 
addition of a third leg, the 
photographer Ejisenstaedt 
becomes a tripod. Formal 
structure can also add a double 
meaning to a Janus-like figure of 
Cocteau, in which two opposite 


profiles, with one eye open and. 


the other closed, are sandwiched 
together. This strange image 
when viewed as a figure/ground 
abstraction hints at the face of 
an eagle, becoming a visual 
metaphor for the film Cocteau 
was presenting, ‘““The Eagle Has 
Two Heads.’’ Halsman 
simultaneously alludes to 
Cocteau’s preoccupation with 
what the mind sees when the 
eyes are closed. 


In Sight and Insight, Halsman 
never succeeds in his quixotic 
quest for a person’s mercurial 
“essence.*’ Instead he has 
wasted the bulk of his energies 
comforting the public with its 
desired reflections. It is hard to 
reconcile these slick pictures of 
celebrities with Halsman’s truly 
inspired surrealist creations, 
which challenge popular 
consciousness by repudiating 
the notion of a definitive self. 
His genius as an artist only 
emerges in that reality born out 
of personal commitment and 
darkroom drollery. Un- 
fortunately, but perhaps 
inevitably, these genuine 
achievements have been 
commercial failures. But when 
Halsman stops playing to the 
crowds, he begins to play for 
eternity. 
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Books: Nabokov As Public Relations Man

How can I explain my love- 
hate relationship with this man 
whose name I can never help 
myself from uttering when asked 
about my favorite authors? I 
despise his insularity, the fact 
that he “has never worked in an 
office or a coal mine”, “never 
belonged to any club or group”. 
Here is a man whose only cause 
is himself. But at the same time 
I go to his novels as one would go 
to a textbook to find out how to 
write. I hate the egocentric pose, 
so unmistakably struck in this 
collection of Nabokov interviews 
(with a few of his articles thrown 
in), yet remain fascinated by the 
purity of that pose, how he has 
meticulously divested himself of 
categories and cant (except the 
cant of anti-cant); he cannot be 
accused of ever having used the 
terms “‘modern sensibility” or 
“contemporary life” in an age of 
ideological and verbal 
weaponry. 

His arsenal contains the small 
guns of elegance and the senses, 
the light artillery of symmetry 
and grace. He is the peacock 
with a pen in his hand; and I 
wonder whether a lot of my 
admiration for him is not just 
my own reflected narcissism 
there, the annoying but 
exhilarating aristocracy of taste. 
There is something perversely 
enjoyable about an individual 
profoundly talented in one area 
who, by an inexcusable leap of 
pride, claims the right to make 
outrageous comments about 
others he knows far less about. 

He seems to like dniy Updike 
and Salinger among the 
American authors. ‘Brecht, 
Faulkner, Camus mean nothing 
to me.’* Dostoevsky and 
Hemingway are disliked 
intensely, except for the latter’s 
“The Killers”. Mr. Pound is 
“that total fake.” 


He detests metaphysics (he 
once said that the word 
“cosmic” was always in danger 
of losing its “‘s”), though he 
heartily defends his speculative 
essay on the nature and texture 
of time in Ada. He is free of the 
abstract and the general, 
frightened of hitching his soul to 
any social concern as if a public 
belief would spoil the autonomy 
of his solipsism. To him, the 
“‘real modern world” is what the 
“artist creates” in his work. On 
the surface, this is a. harmless 
stand, one that today only an 
empirical positivist would 
bother to contest; but for 
Nabokov it is license to deny the 
actuality of other artists’ 
“‘worlds.”’. He whines about his 
love of equality, his distaste for 
cruelty, and then says: “In home 
politics I am strongly anti- 
segregationist. In foreign policy, 
I am definitely on the 
government’s side.” His is the 
subtle cruelty of the aristocrat. 
Does Nabokov suffer from a 
noblesse which doesn’t oblige? 

Spontaneity threatens him. 
All interviews must be 
submitted on paper and he 
writes out his answers, 
demanding they be printed 
without alteration. All his 
lectures at Cornell and 
Wellesley in the fifties were 
delivered from note cards, 
including the asides he used to 
create an illusion of immediacy. 
When asked to show a sample of 
his rough drafts, he writes: 
“Only ambitious nonentities 
and hearty mediocrities exhibit 
their rough drafts. It is like 
passing around samples of one’s 
sputum.” He treats the products 
of his mind and voice as if they 
are children he must not let out 
of his sight, escorting them to 
their final destination on the 
printed page. The venom most 
writers reserve for reviewers he 
saves for proof readers and copy 
editors. 


There are glimpses of 
Nabokov’s self-recognition, if 
not self-criticism, in these 
interviews. To Herbert Gold’s 
question as a Paris Review 
representative about a certain 
critic’s charge that Nabby was 
‘“‘extremely repetitious,’’ 
Vladimir replies that he may 
have something there. “Artistic 
originality has only its own self 
to copy.” In truth, just as it is 
possible for even a Nabophile 
like me to grow tired of the 
relentless richness and 
embroidery of his prose (like a 
man who has eaten too much 
Halvah), so his interviews, here 
piled one on top of the other, 
reinforce one’s impression that 
he just keeps bringing the same 
old dusty suit of ideas out of the 
closet to air them in front of 
increasingly bored listeners. His 
denigrations of Freud have 
become no more than a witless 
convention, full of 
misapprehensions, and 
surprising because Nabby 
himself has so many brilliant 
analytic moments on his own. 

I have begun to deduce that 
only a man with a great deal to 
hide and a lot to fear could 
justify Nabokov’s postures. His 
novels exhibit a pretty heavy 
hangover of infantile sexuality 
and an inability to outgrow his 
St. Petersburg childhood; he 
remains a transient, he explains, 
because no permanent address 
could afford him the 
remembered security of his first 
home. He promotes himself 
through interviews in which he 
claims to have no interest in 
what others think of him. But if 
he is ‘‘immune to the 
convulsions of fame’’, why does 
he collect his clippings ‘‘for 
information and enter- 
tainment”? He is his own best 
public relations man while 
appearing to frown upon 
frivolous notoriey. He loves 
attention, like that little boy in 


St. Petersburg, but cannot 
admit to that weakness in 
public; so he constantly admits 
to not having that weakness in 
public, which demonstrates 
nothing more than that he has 
that weakness. He makes a 
program of advertising his 
ornery arrogance. 

He once said at Cornell: “Life 
is the least realistic of fictions.” 
It appears to me that what he 
presents to the public is just a 
more ‘‘realistic’’ fiction 
than that which is his own life, a 
fiction which is no less a series of 
mirrors and deceits than his own 
novel. 

But bless him. Sometimes his 
prose is so good it makes me 
want to dance. 


Bend Sinister by Vladimir 
Nabokov, McGraw-Hill, 241 
$7.95. 


“Bend Sinister” is the first 
novel Vladimir Nabokov wrote 
in America. After reading the 
book, I’m sure that the author 
would have preferred that the 
new edition be dated ’74, 
because the first was dated ’47. 
Mirroring is important 
throughout ‘“‘Bend Sinister,”’ 
from the hero’s observation of a 
sunset in a puddle to the 
symmetry of a hawk-moth’s 
markings. 

The story here concerns the 
maladept pressures brought to 
bear upon a philosopher, Adam 


_ Krug, to support the new 


tyrannical regime of his former 
schoolmate. The tyrannizers are 
hopelessly stupid and 
unimaginative, arriving at the 
solution of seizing the 
philosopher’s son only after they 
have arrested all of his friends. 
Krug himself is made fatally 
sluggish by his consciousness of 
his own intelligence and 
robustness; he fails to escape the 
country before his adversaries 
hit upon the obvious tactic for 


brutalizing him. Though the 
story is extremely simple, “Bend 
Sinister” is one of Nabokov’s 
most absorbing books, for its 
structural scaffolding and 
details are unusually open to 
view. We can see how the 
writing of the book depends 
upon Nabokov’s consciousness 
of what he is doing, because we 
can see where he has put things. 
One is always on the lookout 
for things that Nabokov himself 
might not have been conscious 
of in his own work, a frustrating 
vigilance. Well, in ‘‘Bend 
Sinister,’’ Krug briefly 
encounters a grocer, who 
becomes the philosopher’s 
counterpart for a moment, and 
who seems to be a clairvoyant 
parody of Wittgenstein. As Krug 
and the grocer cross a bridge 
together after some difficulty 
with military sentries, the grocer 
“expressed his delerious joy by 
running in circles around Krug. 
Later the grocer spontaneously 
mouths the first sentiments of 
the Party of the Average Man, 
the new political despotism. 
Now there is a famous 
anecdote about how 
Wittgenstein engaged two 
companions in acting out the 
motions of the earth, moon and 
sun, while the three friends 
crossed an English park. 
Wittgenstein took the most 
strenuous part, that of the 
moon, which required him to 
run circles around another 
person who was walking circles 
around a third. Wittgenstein, of 
course, is best-known as the 
originator of a style of 
philosophy known as the 
“ordinary language” approach. 
The source of the anecdote is 
Norman Malcolm, who has for 
many years taught philosophy 
at Cornell University where 
Nabokov was to start teaching 
the year after he wrote “Bend 


Sinister.”

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: Don't Look Now. 
Nicolas Roeg’s visually stunning expansion of a 
relatively unimpressive Daphne Du Maurier 
story about second sight. A largely successful, 
stimulating experiment in making the audience 
work overtime; Roeg creates the film’s most 
omnious moments by juxtaposing seemingly 
innocent images, then seducing the viewer into 
making connections which may or may not be 
valid. Donald Sutherland plays a man who is 
naturally psychic, though he chooses not to

I.F. STONE’S WEEKLY. This tribute to one 
man’s ferocious honesty is every bit as 
inspirational as it ought to be, without a trace of 
undue sentiment.

PAPILLON. No Exit in the tropics — a 
super-spectacular about a man’s will bumping 
up against nothingness.

HAPPY NEW YEAR. A very pleasant surprise 
from Claude Lelouch, and another French 
movie-within-a-movie picture.

THE FIRST CIRCLE. Tedious and gray, its 
freeze-frames and voice-overs bespeak a lack of 
visual imagination from the generally well 
regarded Polish director Alexander Ford.

THE EXORCIST. A very competent screen

MAGNUM FORCE. Weakly directed, 
implausible sequel to Dirty Harry nonetheless 
has big possibilities at the box office, because of 
both the Eastwood charisma and the script’s 
peculiarly lighthearted touch.
